Fears Madriz Will Fail. 

Zelaya was entertained at luncheon at 
Corinto by the late commandant of the port, 
whose guests included the Mexican minister 
and the officers of the Gen. Guerrero. There 
were no toasts, but an informa] discussion 
of the battle of Rama was indulged in. 

Zelaya expressed the fear that President 
Madriz would not be able to cope with the 
situation, as he was nota military man, He 
said that the army of'the government had 
been reduced to skeletons by privations, due 
to the fajlure of the new administration to 
forward rations, and he was giad that,the 
army had surrendered, as a great loss of life 
was thus avoided. 

A gyard from the Guerrero received Zelaya 
and soon he was safe under the. protection 
of the Mexican flag. At5 o'clock in the after- 


'poon the warship weighed anchor. A salute 
'of thirteen guns was fired from the shore, 


and hundreds of soldiers and citizens waved 
the former dictator a farewell from the 
beach. Zelaya waved back in answer. He 
uncovered when abreast of the Albany, but 
the American cruiser made no response, 


People of Managua Relieved. 

The people of Managua were relieved when 
they learned Zelaya had gone, and President 
Madriz has begun his promised wor of re- 
form. Reports that Madrizintends( resign 
the presidency are untrue. He announces 
that he accepted the office only after mature 
consideration of the opportunity the position 
gave him to bring about harmony and peace 
in Nicarague, and also of the dangers which 
attended his acceptance. He is willing to 
face the Gangers, he says, in order to save 
the country. |

the revolutionary forces soon will be march- 
ing in this direction, But Estrada is a long 
distance off, and the hope is held that before 
his men reach the capital a settlement may 
be arranged. ;

Leading Features of Measure. 

The sefient features of the proposed bill 
are about these: 

A graduated tax is to be assessed on all 
dowries over $100,000 accompanying the 
hands and hearts of young women. This goes 
whether the young man is an American or 
a “fortune hunting foreign count,” and 
whether his own pocketbook is plethoric or 
@ vacuum. 

The export tax on dowries is to be heavier 
than the interna] revenue tax, on the theory 
that it is werse to take the money out of 
the country than to keep it at home. 

There willbe a penalty clause promising 
dire punishment to any one seeking to evade 
the tax. Congressman Sabath is not air 
whether he will include @ jail sentence 
the bride, or whether he will allow the bride 
groom to serve the term as her proxy, 

There aleo will be a provision for a tax 
to be collected when.'the property has been 
transferred prior to marriage but finally 
reaches the hands of the bridegroom after 
the matrimonial bonds have been soldered.

The cause of this uproar is Borden's 
Condensed MilkyYCompany, the $30,000,000 
New Jersey development of a modest concern 
started in Llinois in 1857. To it is laid the 
entire blame for the recent Chicago advance, 
and also the ambitious plan of extending its 
sphere from New York and Chicago to the 
Pacific slope, dictating prices everywhere, 
irrespective of conditions, never buying out 
but always crushing competition, and hoild- 
ing ‘with close grasp the crude as well as 
the condensed and evaporated industries. 

New Jersey to Investigate. ° 

A similar agitation has reached New Jer- 
sey by reason of an advance from 8 to 9 cents 
a quart, and the attorney general of the 
state has appointed a special prosecutor of 
note who will investigate the Borden com- 
pany, having already obtained the incorpo- 
ration papers from both Albany and Trenton. 

The public imagines itself the sole victim

sufferers. According to a sample letter with 
which the Borden people are attempting to 
quiet curious Chicago customers as to the 
récent advance, they and not the consumers 
are bearing the additional burden and with-

When Chicago was notified that milk would 
be retailed at 8 cents a quart beginning Nov. 
1, an @dvance of 1 cent, the Borden com- 
pany made the announcement, and it was 
supposed that this concern had been selected 
as the tryout, the others to follow. This did 
the Borden company an injustice as its rivals 
were never consulted and probably never will 
be when the fixing of new rates are con- 
cerned. But they followed. 
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BABRICADES CITY STREETS. 


Drifts Turn to Slush Which Remains 


Chicago and the northwest are victims to- 
day of a freight congestion which has passed 
the stage of the occasional winter tieup. 

The storm which started Friday afternoon 
and continued until last evening brought the 
climax of the difficulty. 

All of the ffeight avenues to the city sow 
are crowded and tangled, the worst of the 
congestion being in the freight yards at the 
outskirta, 

Officials of the different roads were positive 
late at night, howevér, that there would be 
no loss in perishable freight. Be: 

“ Perishable freight has the right of way,” 
sald E. C. Cowgill of the Illinois Central 
road, “and is being cared for.” I am sure 
the Illinois Central is able to meet the s.cua- 
tion.” 

Freight representatives of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy asserted that their 
own freight was moving, but said they had 
received less optimistic reports from other 
lines. 

The tieup on dead freight, however, was 
adinitted. 

Coal Men Talk of Advance. 

Another aspect of the storm conditions-was 
supplied by rumors of a possibility of coal 
price advances. Coal men were not of one 
mind. 

The intimation was that ff the 
came it would be one of 25 cents a ton, but the 
outcome was admitted .o He in the hands 27f 
the weather man. If transportation condi- 
tions continue bad the people must pay more 
for coal. 

Last year at this time the retail consumer 
paid 50 cents less a ton, but conditions differ 
materially, the dealers claim. In 1008 there 
was little extremely cold weatHer and few 

storms, while this December has been noted 
for its unusual severity. 

If the advance goes into effect Chicago 
must pay $25,000 more daily for fts coal, of 
which proportion the humble ‘householder 
must stand $3,750. : 

F. 8. Péabody, president of the City Fuel 
company, last night stated his company had 
not considered the situation worthy of an 
advance. On the other hand, C. A. Bickett, 
president of the. Bickett Coal and Coke 

company, thought the hoisting of prices in- 
evitable. ’ 
-@nable to Market Coal. 

“ Because of the bad weather the mines 
have not beep able to market their output,” 
said Mr. Bickett last night. “The railroads 


| have not been able to handle the coal, now 


taking ten days where seventy-two hours 
was sufficient until December. The big 
Christmas business has undoubtedly assisted 
in this congestion, but the storms have done 
more. Consequently the mine price has been 
advancéd about 50 cents a ton. 

“ This means that the Chicago dealers will 
have to advance their prices at an average of 
25 cente @ ton, which thay be effective to- 
day.” ‘ 

“I am pot frightened,” declared Mr. Pea- 
body. “ These coal shortegeés are a good dea) 
like runs on banks, and the city will be able 
to furnish all the people with coal if ail ao 
not want it at once.” 

‘While there is hardly a normal supply in 
Chicago at the present time,” said F. G@ 
Hartwell of the coal company of the same 
name, ‘I do not think the situation is one of 
peril. Should there be a rortnight of weather 
to prevent the hauling of coal then a crisis 
would not be far off."’ 


But Streets Are “Barricaded.” 

The storm that played such havoc with 
railroad schedules interfered but little with 
the L. and surface lines in Chicago. 

The snow, which began to tell while the 
belated shop were still scrambling in a 
last endeavor atone for their failure to 
“do it ear continued all night and 
throughout erday. Being dry, it did not 
affect local traction systems or pedestrians 
where sidewalks were cleared, 

But tn the suburbs the going-was heavy. 

It was fortunate that it was Christmas day, 
so far as traffic in the city was concerned. If 
no more street cleaning had been done on 
an ordinary day than was visible yesterday 
autoists and truck and other vehicle drivers 
would have found swimming and floating es- 
sentials in navigation. Of course, the Mad- 
ison street ferry boat might have been 
brougbt into use, but that would not bave 
satistied the clamor.. |

BLOW TO WORK OF RELIEF. 


Physicians and Nurses Have Hard Time 
Calling Upon Sick.

Cherry, LL, Dec. 25.—{Special.]—Some of 
the destitute women and children of Cherry 
floundered through snowdrifts waist high to- 


ices and to attend to necessary duties. 

Nearly all of the town’s street and the coun- 
try roads are almost impassable, and in many 
places the drifts are ten feet deep. A few of 
the women who ventured out into the storm 
became exhausted and had to be assisted to 
their homes. The men who tried to getaway 
from Cherry on foot were compelled to turn 
back. 

Nurses, physicians, and the official vis- 
itors attached to the relief committee braved 
the storm and the deep snow as long as their 
strength would sustain them and ministered 
to the wants of the widows and orphans, who 
were cooped up in their little cottages. 

The Christmas day celebration that was 
to have been held at the public-school builld- 
ing was postponed until next Monday. 

But, although the snow storm has’ come as 
a hard blow to the stricken town, the pres- 
ent condition is but a foretaste of what the 
long winter holds in store for the hundreds 
of women and children left dependent and 
helpless by the mine disaster of Nov. 18. 

From now on until the distribution of the 
permanent relief fund each family will have 
to subsist on a weekly pittance given in the 
form of an order for merchandise drawn 
on local stores. 

The question of wh@h, how, and where the 
relief money shall be paid to the suffering 
families will be determined by the persons 
having the several separate relief funds un- 
der their control. The destitute families for 
whom the money was intended will have but 
little voice in the matter of distribution.

It had been 
the Intention of Secretary of State Knox to 
have Zeiaya punished for the ‘latter crime. 
and in the official note he sent to the Nice- 
raguan chargé d'affaires severing the ¢iplo- 
matic relations between the two countries 
Mr. Knox went 80 far as to use this jan- 
guage. 

‘Into the question of the ultimate repara- 
tion [for the murder vo. the Americans 
named] there must enter the question of how 
far it is possible to reach those actually re- 
sponsible and those who perpetrated the.tor- 
tures reported to have preceded the execu- 
tion, if these can be verified.’ 


Knox Statement Startles Many. 


This sentence caused a gréat commotion 
in Latin-American. circles, particularly -in 
that #ection which represented the countries 
ruled hy dictators. It aroused deep concern 
in Mexico and caused President Diaz to give: 
explicit instructions to Sefior Sree], who was 
sent to the United States as special ambas- 
eador to ciscuss this and ether features vf 
the Nicaraguan situation with American au- 
thorities. 

It produced apprehension in Guatemale. 
which is ruled by a dictator whose deeds are 
declared to have been fully as bloody as those 
perpetrated by Zeleya, Selyador, Colombia, 
and one or two other governments feared that 
if the United States embarked upon such a 
policy as that evidently contemplated by the 
secretary of state it weuld mean eventual 
intervention in their affairs. 

There was no objection on the part of any 
one to the United States holding Nicaragua 
responsible, but to ins.st upon the punish- 
ment of the president of the country, ‘thay 
was a matter which from the Latin-Anreri. 
can point of view was emphatically to be 
opposed and was in clear violation of inter- 
national law. There were representations 
exchanged by all the.yovepnments of Centra! 
and South Anierica and appeals to the 
powers of the southern continent to interest 
themselves and prevent the establishment of 
a principle “ outrageous sad indefensible” 


Mexico Pleads for Zelaya. 

These rumblipgs reached the state depart- 
ment. not from Brazil, Chile. or A ntine, 
which are disgusted with the behavidcr of the 
dictators of Central. America and ‘comane 
states of South America, but through Mex- 
ico and other channels. The Mexican gov- 
ernment showed particular anxiety to pro- 
vide for the eafety of Zelaya.

Favorable Report Is Insured. 


Careful inquiry made by Tue Crrcaco 
TRIBUNE indicates with certainty that this 
committee will afford plenty of votes to 
insure a favorable report.

BORAH BILL IS CENTER. 


Battie Over $30,000,000 Issue of Ditch 
Bonds. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 25.—[Special.J— 
The irrigation fight which is scheduled to 
make, its appearance soon after the reassem- 
bing of congress promises to be one of the 
most spectacular legislative contests of the 
session. The indications are that it will be 
@ fight to a finish between the friends and 
enemies of the government’s vast work in 
reclaiming the arid lands of the west. 

The contest is destined to center around 
the bill of Senator Borah of Idaho which 
autherizes the gevernment,té issue bonds to 
the extent of $30,000,000 for the completion 
of the twenty-seven reclamation projects 
already under way. The senator has the 
backing of most of the progressives in con- 
gress,. but there is a tremendous opposition 
composed of senators and representatives 
who believe either that the government 
should go out of the reclamation business 
or that the completion of the projecte should 
be financed by the issuance of certificates 
of indebtedness against the work. 

Senator Borah and his supporters are now 
gathering together an array of facts and fig- 
ures which will show that the reclamation 
movement has reached a serious crisis; that 
the government lacks sufficient funds to 
complete the work in recess than ten years at 
the present rate, and that thousands of set- 
tlers will be facing starvation on waterless 
wastes before they will be able to sow their 
first crop. 


Advocates Urge Haste. 
It is argmued by the advocates of the bond 
issue that it is absolutely imperative to rush 
to completion within the next three years 
all of the projects now under way. 

The computed total cost of all the projects 
upon which work is being done by the gov- 
ernment is $119,555,000. Upon these projects 
the government had spent up to Oct. 81 last 
$47,048,046. 

The total area to be irrigated comprises 
8,087,061 acres, of which 425,000 acres already 
are being supplied ‘with water. The esti- 
mated value of the land, when irrigated, is 
$239,485,600, more than twice the estimated 
total expense of reclamation. The cost of 
the irrigation projects is repaid to the gov- 
ernment by the settlers at the rate of from 
$22 to $65 an acre, so that the government 
in reality merely advances the funds for 
reclamation. 

As the land when irrigated will be worth 
more than twice the estimated total cost, it 
is figured that the government hes ample 
securliy for the money it advances, whether 
by appropriation or by bond issue.

Most Brilliant Expected to Be 
Conelave of the Knights 
Templar in August. 


The year 1910 will see a greater number of 
conventions assemble ‘n Chicago than any 
other year in its history. The largest num- 
ber of any former year was when the world’s 
fair’drew 289 conventions to this city. More 
than 300 now are listed by the Chicago Asso- 
clation of Commerce, 

The most important on the list, according 
to Curt M. Treat, manager of the convention 
bureau of the: association, will be the tri- 
ennial conclave of the Knights Templar, 
which will take place from Aug. 8 to 13. 

» “Phat week will bring together more per- 
sons of high standing than will meet in any 
other city in the world in 1910,” said Mr. 
Treat yesterday. ‘The conclave of the 
Knights Templar is the moet brilliant event 
of the year in which itisheld. The parade of 
the knights is the most impressive given by 
any organization. The city will be decofated 
and at night will be llluminated. The work of 
preparation was begun two years ago as soon 
as the conclave at Saratoga named Chicago 
as the next place of meeting.” 

Army Tournament on List. 

Second in importanée to the Knights Tem- 
plar comes the United States army tourna- 
ment, which will occupy two weeks in July. 

This, Mr. Treat says, will be the largest 
ever held. Among the features will be air- 
ship mahetivers both by dirigibles and aero- 
planes in combinations and in competition. 
The navy will be represented by a detach- 
ment including every branch of the service. 

The arrangements made for this tourna- 
ment provide that admigsion to all of the 
events shall be absolutely free. A lake front 
location for the tournament will enable the 
army and navy to give exhibitibns of war 
vessels and land forces operating together in 
a way that could not be attempted in any 
other city. 

Will Draw 150,000 Persons. 

“The tournament will bring 150,000 per- 
sons to Chicago,” said Mr. Treat. ‘ From 
the selfish point of view of immediate re- 
turns it will mean the influx of a iarge 
‘amount of money that will remain here. Last 
year it is estimated that conventions brought 
more than $6,000,000 into the city, They 
come here because we can take better care 
of them than can be done anywhere else. 
This is not only on account of the generous 
spirit in which the people here codperate to 
entertain, but because of the advantages of 
our situation. 

“Chicago has 2,000 trains a day. Of the 
228,000 miles of railroad in the United States, 
42 per cent have terminals in this city. It 
is the terminal point for twenty-six roads. In 
other words, half the population of the 
United States is within a night's ride of Chi- 
cago. A man coming here to a convention 
does not lose a business hour in transit. He 
can do his traveling while he is asleep.” 

The principal religious conventions of the 
year will be held in Chicago, The first will 
be the National Miselionary congress, which 
meets in the first week in May. Al} denom- 
inationse are represented M thie congress. Al] 
the home mission work of the United States 
will be considered at its sessions. The. Bap- 
tist Mission union will meet at the time in co- 
operation with the larger body.

Reuben Brainin Says It Lies in 
Keeping Race Distinction. 


HERE TO STUDY CONDITIONS. 


Not-d Eeonomist from Berlin Will 
Lecture During Stay Here. 


The result of the contest between orthodox 
and reformed Judaism is of little moment ae 
compared with the more serious question of 
whether the Jew will remain unassimilated, 
according to Reuben Brainin. a Jewish econ- 
omist of Berlin. now investigating gocial con- 
ditions in America. 

Mr. Brainin arrived in Chicago on Friday 
after a two months’ tour of the eastern cities, 
and will remain here for ten days. 

‘TIT am neither reformed nor orthodox,”’ he 
said yesterday at the Stratford hotel. “TI 
am a nationa! Jew, a belHever in pure Jewish 
culture. Both secte have produced and are 
producing great men, but above them both is 
the real Judaiem, which does not concern 
itself with creed but the vital elements of re. 
bigion. 

Question for Race to Decide. 

“The great question before the race is 
whether it is best for the Jew to remain a 
Jew or to be assimilated in the great melting 
pot. It will be far better for the human 
race if he remains as hé is and keeps up the 
peculiar and traditional Jewish culture, coa- 
eentrating all his power on this and neglect- 
ing the other things. The assimilated Jew 
is mcitner here nor there, nor ever can be. 
Standing by his race. his traditions, his cul- 
ture, ce is a tremendous power for the goog 
of numanity. . 

* Your country leads the world in ite prac- 
tical treatment of affairs. Eurcpean ethica\ 
study is all theory, but yours is high theorr 
and efficient practice combined.”’ 

“ How about American women?” 

* You'd better say you are not interested 
in beauty,” suggested S. B. Komaiko, weat- 
ern correspondent for the New York Jewish 
News, who is acting as the economist’s in- 
terpreter here. 

“Oh, but I am,’ Mr. Brainin responded, 
laughing. ‘“‘ Really, your women are mot so 
elegant as many others, but they are far 
different. 

Leading Student of His Race. 

Mr. Brainin was born in Mogilev, Ruseia, 
but soon after completing his studies at Moe- 
cow and St. Petersburg he went to Austria 
and studied at the ‘University of Vienna. 
Four years later he entered the University of 
Berlin and hae sirce kept his residence there. 
He has written extensively in French, Rus- 
sian, and German. 

Mr. Brainin will speak this evening at the 
Chicago Hebrew institute on “ Jewish Life 
and Culture in Western Europe’ and will 
deliver other addresses during the week. Dr. 
“mil G. Hirsch also will speak at tonight's 
meeting.

In addition to the expense entailed for rs- 
ceiving this information from the tracks, the 
poolroom must also pay their employés, op- 
efators, etc. 


Service from Canada. 


The service from Canada is thé same as 
from Juarez, Mexico. First the entries are 
sent (meaning the conditions of the race, 
names of horses, weights they are to carry, 
names of jockeys that are to ride, and condi- 
tion of track), then comes the first betting, 
the first odds. Then in about ten minutes 
the second betting comes. Then they call 
* post,’’ “ time.’’ Then they close the betting 
on that race. Thenthehorsesstart. Thede- 
scription of the race is next given; the winner 
is called out, and in abouwt five minutes the 
jockeys are weighed out properly at the track 
and the betsare paid off in the poolroom. 

There are podlrooms in New York where 
you can bet from $1 to $50,000 a day. The 
extent of the business done in this line is not 
understood by those who have not lhoked 
into it. 


Poolrooms and Handbooks.

Lure to Unsophisticated. 


The handbook business is the first initia- 
tive of the unsophisticated to gamble on the 
norses. s . 

A handbook means a man or woman who 
accepts bets from 50 cents up, according to 
his or her capital, and from all claeses of 
people, paying them off In the evening If re- 
quested according to the odds received the 
same day over the ticker or the next morning 
accofding to the odds published in the New 
York Telegraph of New York City or the Chi- 
cago Racing Form of Chicago. 

A handbook can be started with a capita) of 
60 cents or more. A person who wishes to 
start a handbook can go to a saloon and give 
the saloonkeeper a percentage, not, a large 
percentage, for the privilege of using his 
place as.a headquarters for receiving and 
paying bets. There is not much expense in- 
curred except the drinks. A handbook man 
pays 5 cents for a copy of the New York Tele- 
graph newspaper or a copy of the Chicago 
Racing Form . That constitutes his stock in 
trade virtually. 

In some cdses where handbook men havea 
clientage and do business in a saloon it may 
cost them $10 to $50 a day, according to the 
amount of money they are handling and the 
number of runners they employ. ‘They have 
often a general play that will run from $100 
to $5,000 aday. Handbooks are made in sa- 
loons, barber shops, .news stands, restau- 
rants, etc. 


‘\. Working Persons Are Prey. 


The handbook man or woman employs a 
great many agents, known as runners and 
solicitors. “The solicitors go out and solicit 
bets from working men and women ‘and 
from clerks and people in offices who cannot 
find time to visit the handbook maker or 
pool room personally. They takethis money 
from them and bring it to the handbook 
maker, who allows ,'them 5 per cent on all 
moneys they handle, win or lose. 

Sometimes people who would not wish to 
be seen associating with poolroom men gend 
the money tp them through the mail. Peo- 
ple have sent money to me that way, and I 
would send them the results the morning 
after the races. In such cases I would 
never see the players. :

Hand book proprietors accept bets from 
minors of both sexes; messenger boys are 
used toa great extent in this business; and 
there is only one remedy—one way. of putting 
this evil out of business. That is by the 


United “States government enacting a AaW~ 


prohibiting the transmission of poolroom and 
racetrack information over telegraph or tele- 
phone wires, either openly or in cipher, and 


by having those laws enfordced after they 


are passed. But there should also be a law 
passed prohibiting the use of the mails to 
newspapers that publish racetrack prices on 
results. 

The ticker service of the Western tinion or 
subleased lines is a great evi) that should 
be stopped. It ie the service giving the re- 
sults and prices on the horses as they fin- 
igh. A good many bookmakers pay off ac- 
gording to this information. . 


Tipsters Barred from Mails. 


The postoffice department will not permit 
tipeters of racing information tq receive 
money through the mails. Why, then, should 
the United States government permit the 
use of the mails to newspapers publishing 
tips and prices of results on races? 

I could go into more details and describe 
to you cases that I am personally agquaint- 
ed with, where men have become absconders, 
drunkards, and thieves on account of the pool 
room and hand book evils. Chicago at pres- 
ent is having what is called a gamblers’ war, 
caused by poolroom and handbook factions. 
There have been probably twenty-five dyna- 
mite bombs thfown at gambling houses in 
the fight between these two factions; and 
the only way to remedy this evil is to pro- 
hibit the telegraph companies from handling 
the information and the mails from handling 
the papers that print the prices on results. 

There is no more right fo: .he Chicago Rac- 
ing Form or the New York Telegraph, as 
per the exhibits that I file with the commit- 
tee, to be sent through the malls than there 
would be to send a policy slip throdgh the 
mails with the drawings of the gatne. The 
Chicago Racing Borm, as shown by exhibit, 
gives tips and prices of the horses. 

Senator Clark—That is, of the prior day. 


Patrons Paid Off Next Day. 


Brolaski—Of the day prior to that of the 
bet. People would come to me a say, ‘I 
want to bet $10 on Jack Atkins In the third 
race today.”’ Itakeit. I may handleathou-. 
sand dollars a day; I may handle $10,000. 
There is one man in New York that handles 
$50,000 a day. I pay my patrons off the next 
day, if they are lucky—if they happénto play 
the right horse. If they do not win the bet I 
keep the money. I have always working in 
my favor from $ to 16 or 25 per cent. 

Senator Clark—In these transactions with 
bookmakers, do the bookmakers furnish the 
odds? :

Brolaski—We do when we get any from the

Senator Clark—I have not much knowledge 
of racing, but I have been to country fairs 
and have seen horses race. We never have 
more than two horses in a race, and thére are 
usually odds on one horse or the other. There 
is hardly everanevénbet.

Brolaski—Yes; but the courts of-the state 
of New York, as I understand, in their recent 
decisions hold that oral betting is not an 
offense when not carried on by professional! 
gamblers. 

Senator Sutherland—Oral betting. 

Brolaski—Yes; that where two individuals. 
not professional gamblers, would bet with 
one another—— 

Senator Sutherland—That would not be an 
offense? j 

Brolaski—No. But I want to say that 
there is nobody taking betes on horse races 
today on the oral, or any other, betting sys- 
tem that is not a professional gambler. 


Sublessees of Western Union. 


Senator Sutherland—What I want to get at 
is this: ‘If two citizens make a bet in New 
York today on the result of a horse race 
without the intervention of a bookmaker, 
would that be in contravention of the laws 
of New York? 

Brolaski—No, sir; not according to the de- 
cision of the courts of New York—the Court 
of Appeals, I understand. Through the sub- 
lessées of the Western Union company the 
pool room people pay $10 a day to the race 
track owners for each pool room in the coun- 
try for the privilége of getting this informa- 
tion. The Western Union has had a monop- 
oly of it; but the officials some years ago got 
into trouble about it, and since then they 
leased it to the Interstate News company and 
other private parties. 

Senator Clark—I noticed last year this 
statement in the proceedings of a subcommit- 
tee on a bill similar to the bill now under 
consideration—— 

Brolaski—The telegraph company or the 
parties they lease the wire to eharge the poo! 
roome $22 a day for the service. They begin 
sending ‘the information in the morning 
through the employés of this subcompany. 


How Betting Odds Are Carried. 


Senator Clark—I noticed last year in the 
proceedings of a subcommittee on a bil! sub- 
stantially similar to the bfll now un con- 
sideration, if not identical with it ing the 
bill introduced by Senator Burkett at that

“The matter came up before the board of 
directors of the Western Union and by a 
unanimous vote they instructed the president 
not to transmit that business, and it meant 
to the Western Union 1 per cent of their 
stock.””

Brolaski—The Western Union will not itseir 
furnish any information about race track 
gambling, but they sublease their wires for 
that purpose. I could, up to today, go to the 
Western Union, pay them so much and get 
a@ presumably leased wire. I would make a 
contract with them. They knOw what their 
wires are being used for. 

Dr. Crafts—But they do at you say? 

Brolaski—Yes. Now. in addition fo the 
morning betting that is going out, when the 
first odds are put up on the 
the correspondent sometimes “ shaves” Gv 
per cent from the right price and sends it out. 
All news must go to the main Western Union 
office in which gown and race track is situated 
and there it is relayed. It goes from the main 
Western Union office to the office of the rac- 
ing department of the ‘Interstate News com- 

pany in New York City or Buffalo, and iere- 

layed from the main office of-the racing de- 
partment to the pool rooms ughout the 
country, wherever they may be, but all is 
presumed to be by the employés of the inter- 
state News company, or to whomsoever eise 
they have leased the wire. 

A Voice—You can prove that? 

Brolaski—Yes. They will use a regular 
cipher; for instance, Ty bread or se dash es or 
“ tin plate ’’ (as the cipher of a horse's name).

Dr. Craft—That is, each day?

men at $6 each, $150; Interest on $250,000 and 
insurance, $41; secretary, $50; Judge and as- 
sistant, $50; starter and assistant, $50; treas- 
urer, $25; two detectives at $10 each, $20;

‘ Figures on Net Profits. 

Senator Sutherland—I wanted to get at the 
net profit if I could.

These items are to be taken Into account ‘n 
arriving at the net profit: 

One per cent of all mutual betes per day, 
which they must pay at Juares, allowing 
mutuals to handle $10,000 per day, say, $100;

Richest Citizen Says Eastern 
Kingdom Will Win Wealth. 


NEEDS RAILS AND BANKS. 


Great Iron Mines and Oiher Resources 
Aid Prosperity.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 4.—I have just returned 
from an interview with one of the richest and 
ablest men of all Asia. I refer to Sheng Kung 
Pao, the Pierpon: Morgan of China, and, | 
might say, the Rockefeller as well. 
Sheng is worth his tens of millions. Like 
Pierpont Morgan, he started life rich, and, 
like him, he has multiplied hig inherited for- 
tune manyfold. Al! his life he has been the 
organizer of great enterprises, and ¢oday his 
financial! fingers are mixed up In every profit- 
able undertaking on this side the globe. 

He owns railroads, factories, mines, and 
steamships. He has a steel plant 600 miles 
up the Yangtse-Kiang which is capitalized 
at $15,000 000, and has mountains of iron and 
great beds of coal not far away. It was 
Sheng who had much to do with organizing 
the telegraph for China. It was he who bullt 
the railroad from Hankow to Peking, ana he 
got the concession for the Americaygs to con- 
struct a road from Canton to Hankow. 
Sheng Kung Pao is one of the leading offi- 
clals of this empire. He succeeded Li Hung 
Chang as the government minister of com- 
merce, and he is now the vice minister of the 
imperial board of communications. He is 
also a chief owner of the China Merchants’ 
Steamship company, and is largely interested 
in the Chinese Imperial bank: He is by all 
odds the best financial authority among the 
Celestrials, and his ideas as to the present 
conditions are of great value. 


Minister of Commerce. 


It was at Sheng Kung Pao’s home that I 
met him. This is in a section of Shanghai 
where the land is s0 valuable that one has to 
almost plate it with silver to buy &. Sheng's 
establishment consists of a half dozen great 
buildings. any one of which would be a man- 
sion in Washington or Chicago. Its grounds 
cover more than ten acres. and are surround- 
ed by walls so high that you cannot see over 
them. 

It was in the finest of his buildings that his 
excellency received me. It is a combination 
of Chinese and foreign architecture, built of 
gray brick, three stories high and of vast 
extent. Passing through a wide hall, I came 
into a court, over which, on a framework of 
poles, matting was stretched. This was sur- 
rounded by rooms. most of which are in- 
tended for receptions. 

I was able to meet Sheng Kung Pao by an 
‘introduction from Dr. John C. Ferguson, an 
American, high in the confidence of the lead- 
ing Chinese officials. He was for a long time, 


and is now, one of the confidentia! foreign 


advisers of Sheng, and he has been associ- 
ated in @ similar capacity with the viceroys 
of Nankiag and Wuchang. He accompanied 
me to the palace and performed the cere- 
mony of introduction, after which he left me’ 
with Sheng and ¢he interpreter. — 


Long Nails Show Breeding. 
The great financier smiled as he greeted 
me. He led me across the room and mo- 
tioned me to sit down at tHe table, giving me 
a chair at his left, which is the seat of honor 
in Chine. As we sat there,.our elbows almost 
touching, he rested his left hand on the ta- 
ble, and, ag he became interested in the talk. 
now and then tapped the beard with his 
nails. As he did so I could not keep my eyes 
off his hands. 
The nails on the last three fingers—that is, 
on all except the index finger— were at least 
three inches long, and the thumb nail stood 
out like a spoon. 
The conversation opened with the discus- 
sion of the Hanyang steel works, which I 
told his excellency I had juat visited. | 
asked him how they were doing. He replied 
that they were steadily increasing in effi- 
ciency and in their ability to turn out mod- 
ern rails, structural steel, and other such 
materials. 
He said that the company had already ex- 
ported pig tron to America, and that it could 
if it would now sell iron there in competition 
with the United States stee] trust at a profit. 
He said that the day would come when Chi- 
na would produce al! its own steel, and that 
every province eventually would have its 
own factories and foundries. Sheng expects 
much from Japan as a purchaser of Chinese 
iren and steel, and he considers our Pacific 
coast a legitimate tributary of the industrial 
China of, the future. 


Iron Mines Are Plentiful. 
asked him as to his iron mines. He re- 
that the supply of ore is aimost —_ 
of the world. It is as pure &s the famed iron 
of Sweden. As to the coal he is now using, 
this makes fine coke, and China has been ex~ 
gs coke to Japan.

We must have them on political grounds, as 
well as for business development. Rallroads 
are a military necessity to the new civiliza- 
tion, and to China's holding the place she 
should have in the far east and the world. 

“We necd a strong central government, 
and to that end must be able to send troops 
from one part of the empire to another by 
rail on telegraphic notice. After we have 
once built our trunk lines, branch lines and 
feeders will rapidly follow.” 

Foreign Loans for Construction. 

“ Your excellency was among the first to 
advise the government that it should secure 
foreign capital for building its railroads, were 
you not? 

“Yee. But that policy became unpopular. 
The cry of ‘ Chine for the Chinese, and for the 
Chinese alone.’ was raised, and for a while 
our peopre were inclined to build everything 
with their own money and to accept no help 
from outside. The cost of railroad buliding, 
however, is so great, and our people under- 
stand it so little, that they hesitate to invest, 
and are now coming to favor foreign loans."’ 

** And, indeed, I still believe in foreign loans 
for railroad building,” continued Sheng Kung 
Pao. “I think it will pay us to bortow the 
money, and let the roads earn the interest, 
The situation in regard to such loans has 
thanged during recent years. In the past the 
roeds were mortgaged as security for the 
bonds; but the government is now guarantee- 
ing them, and the roads, to a certain extent, 
are free from such incunibrances. A guar- 
antee by the Chinese government is better 
than thet of any railroad. It has al! China 
ote of it, and the interest is absolutely se- 


e. 
But, I understand you want to borrow 
some millions of dollars to extend your steel 
works at Hanyang, and that you are asking 
the Chinese to put up the money. Why do 
you not go abroad for e loan of that kind?" 
“We do not think it advisable. Similar 
obligations which we have entered into dur- 
ing recent years have caused international 
trouble. The men who borrow the money, in 
case of @ dispute as to thé settlement, are 
likely to call in the government to which they 
belong to enable them to bring things their 
way, and that without regard to justice or 
right. The mortgesing of private enterprises 
and public works has, In certain cases, given 
the control of such works over to the foreign-

“Your excellency is connected with the 
Impertal Bank of China?

Police Have to Close Some Places Be- 
cause of the Crowds.

LONDON, Dec. 25.—The treasury reaps a 
rich Christmas gift from an estate which al- 
ready this year has provided the chancellor 
of the exchequer one fine windfall. Ellen 
Morrison, who died on Thursday, was the 
third member of a family of four million- 
aires who have died within the last seven 
months. Charles Morrison, dying seven 
months ago, practically unknown to the 
world. left en estate estimated in value at 
$60,000,000. A tax of §5.500,000 was paid im- 
mediately on account of the death duty on his 
estate. The succession duties brought the 
total contribution to. the treasury to $7,500,- 
000, and there is further a vast sum of death 
duties yet to come, the frst payment being» 
simply on account of the value of Charlies’ 
bequests to his sister Billen. 


‘Left $10,000,000 to Sister. 

These bequests were some $10,000,000 and 
death duties on $1,500,000 of this amount now 
must be paid again, while other on 
the remaining $8,500,000 bring the total to 
$2,825,000. 

Only a few days ago Morrison’s 
law died and ber contribution to the atate 
was on some $5,000 000 Charles had left her. 
So this one estate within seven months will 
have paid in death succession and estate 
duties nearly $15,000,000 to the estate, 


Fourth Heir Still Alive. 

There yet remains alive a fourth member of 
the millionaire quartet, Walter Morrigon, He 
inherited $10,000,000 from Charlés and now 
inherits from Ellen both the and es- 
tate she inherited from Charlies. As Walter 
was born in 1886, Charles’ fortune may be 
expected ere many years still further to bene- 
fit the treasury’s revenue, : 

It should be noted In these figures that 
Charlies’ fortume alone has been taken into 
account, his sister and sister-in-law and Wak 
ter all being extremely wealthy in their own 
right. The contributions of the estates of the 
two former to the state have been in eddition 
to those noted as being on the money left 
them by Charles.

« But it is equally evident that “Down 
with the lords” is not accepted in its full 
meaning as a desirable thing for Great

seems more in favor. The antagonism of 
the radicals has led to the presentation 
of definite facts about the house of lords, 
Two utterances will serve as illustrations, 
The London Times says, “It is at least 
equal to any other second chamber; and 
in sheer intellectual weight, knowledge, 
and experience its personnel presents to 
the eyes of the world a very much better 
appearance than that of the lower house.” 
The Standard believes that “the peers, 
taken in the aggregate, represent prac- 
tically all the leading phases,of the maui- 
fold life of this country, and, therefore, 
they must speak’ with an authority and 
knowledge which could be rivaled by few 
other institutions of the kind.” 

These two statements accompany care- 
fully prepared analyses of the member- 
ship of the upper house which show in 
detail “who's who” in that body and 
what each has done or is doing for the 
nation. It must be confessed that these 
showings are impressive if not entirely 
convincing. Making every allowance for 
the presence of titled nobodies and recog- 
nizing the weakness of the hereditary 
principle of eligibility, the claim is insist- 
ent that the ancient chamber contains a 
great body of leaders of thought and life. 
“ Good observers believe that the lords, as 
a body, enjoy more genera! respect for 
character and conduct than the commons, 
and that of late years the former have 
been rising and the latter sinking in pub- 
lic estimation,’ says the Times. 

The English papers are full of articles 
about the upper chamber. The hereditary 
principle is shown to have some worth, 
but there is apparent agreement. that no 
system of eugenics can guarantee to the 
eldest son of a strong man the virtues of 
his father. The body is declared to be 
too large, and a proposition is advanced 
that the hereditary peers select from their 
number 200 to serve as members of the 
house of lords, birth no longer securing a 
seat. The fact that the lords pass every 
measure proposed by one party, voting 
against bills of the other, is counted bad, 
and so better representation of both sides 
is hrged. There is a plea for representa- 
tion of the -self-governing colonies, the 
labor element, and the nonconformists. 
The experience of the United States and 
of other countries is drawn upon for suxz- 
gestions of the value and importance of a 
second and conservative chamber. 

Mending and not ending is the iikely 
outcome even with Liberal victory. To 
adopt the unicameral system with no 
check is not the trend of modern democ- 
The place of the conservative in 
government is important. 
Great Britain will held to the worll's 
custom. But it is easy to see that 
changes will be made which will secure 
a much stronger house of lords. It ‘is just 
possible that the appreciation of that fact 
is one reason why the radicals among the 
Liberals would prefer ending rather than 
mending.

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Edsir, an illegitimate daughter of 
the duke of Gloucester, and of the duchess’ 
waiting, Lady Almeria Carpenter, daughter of the last 
earl of Tyrconnel. ¢ 

Louisa Edsir was brought up at Holyrood ‘palace as 
a natural daughter of the duke—that is to, say, as a. 
niece of George III., and it was from the palace that she 
ran off with the third Lord Macdonald to get. married 
at Gretna Green. Now there always was a question as 
to the validity of this Gretna Green marriage, and in 
order to definitely settle all doubts about the matter 
Lord Macdonald, who had meanwhile. been living with 
Louisa Edsir publicly as his wife in Scotland and in 
England, went through another marriage ceremony, &c~ 
cording to the rites of the English church. This was 
held in those days to affect the validity of the Gretna 
Green céremony, and it was pretty well understood 
during Lord Macdonald's lifetime that his eldest son, 


Alexander, born before the English marriage, was in- | 


capable of succeéding to his peerage and to the Scottish 
family estates, on the ground of illegitimacy, and that. 
the baronetage and the Scotch property would go to his 
younger son, Godfrey, born after the English ceremony 
of marriage. 

Aware of this condition of affairs, an uncle of Lord 
Macdonald, Alexander Bosville by name, bequeathed his 
large fortune and some valuable estates in Yorkshire 
to Lord onald, with the distinct stipulation that the 
entire property should go to the one of the peer’s sons 


}who did not succeed to the peerage and to the Scotch 


estates; Therefore, on Lord Macdonald's degth, his 
eldest son, Alexander, obtained the entire Bosville prop- 
erty, assuming the name and the arms of Bosville, 
while the younger son, Godfrey, became fourth Lord 
Macdonald and received the Scotch estates. These were 
heavily incumbered and produced at the best but little 
revenue. | 
% — 

Before many years were past the fourth Lord Mac- 
donald became involved in serious financial difficulties. 
This was away back in the middle of the nineteenth 
century.* He began an extraordinary suit to establish 
the legitimacy of. his elder brother, not from motives 
of affection or of friendship, but quite the reverse, .for 
if he could obtain a decree from the courts: establish- 
ing the legitimacy of his elder brother then the latter 
would have been obliged to take possession of the 
Scotch Macdonald estates, including Armidale castle, 
on the Isle of Skye, and would have received the baro- 
netcy and the chieftainship of the Clan, but would at 
the same time have been obliged to surrender the rich 
Bosville estates in Yorkshire to his younger brother. 

This suit fell through, “and Alexander Bosville, as 
well as his son and grandson, were left in undisturbed 
possession of the Bosville property from that time 
forth. In fact, they have been in possession of the 
estates for sixty years, which renders their title thereo 
absolutely indefeasible. 23 

The Alexander Bosville of today, who is a magis- 
trate and deputy HNeutenant of Yorkshire, therefore runs 
no danger of losing his Yorkshire property in the event 
of the Scottish Court of Chancery eventually declaring 
that his grandfather, the eldest son of the third Lord 
Macdonald, was legitimate, and obtains thereby the 
Scottish Macdonald estates, the Macdonald baronetcy 
of 1625, and, what he wishes most of all, the chieftain- 
ship of the ancient Clan of Macdonald. 

The entire question rests upon whether the third Lord 
Macdonald was a domiciled Scotchman, and all the evi- 
dence in the recent trial has turned upon this issue, 
for it is virtually admitted by both sides that the 
Gretna Green marriage was invalid, owing to Louisa 
la Costa being at the time a minor. Now, according to 
Scotch law, her presentation as Lord Macdonald’s wife 
subsequent to her havihg attained her majority, would 
constitute ‘a common law marriage in Scotland, if her 
husband were a domiciled Scotchman, and this mar- 
riage, as well as, the subsequent Church of England 
ceremony, Would have the effect of legitimizing the 
issue born of. the union prior to these marriages: But 
this would only be the case in the event of Lord Mac- 
donald being proved to have been a legally domiciled 
Scotchman. 

Were the Macddnald peerage a Scotch dignity it 
would share the fate of the baronetcy and of the chief- 
tainship of the clan in this controversy. But being an 
Irish honor, it cannot be inherited by any one out of 
wedlock, for Scotland is the only part of the. United 
Kingdom where natural childrem.can be legitimized by 
the subsequent marriage of their parents.

Both A-exander Bosville and Lord Macdonald, besides 
having the royal blood of England in their veins, 
through their descent from George III.’s brother, the 
duke: of Gloucester, also are lineal descendants of the 
lord of the isles of Sir Walter Scott's poem, “The Heir 
of Mighty Somerled.” Somerled was a real and inde- 
pendent chieftain who ruled like a king in ‘the isles 
and Argyll in the twelfth century. His dominions were 


| divided at his death between his two sons, and from 
then came the lords of the isles and the lords of ' 


Lorne.. The lord of the isles of the time of Robert 
Bruce was named Angus Og, and was styled the lord of 
Innisgal—that is, the lord of the islands of the Gael, or 
the Hebrides. Sir Walter Scott calls him “ Ronald,” 
for the poetical reason that this name wag prettier. 
The grandson of Angus was named Donald, and his 
descendants: were called Macdonald. 

The lords of the isles were practically independent 
until the time of Alexander, who was defeated at the 
battle of Lochaber ins 1429 and reduced to abject sub- 
mission to James I. of Scotland. The last of the non- 
royal lords of the isles was John, who was likewise 
earl of Ross. He was deprived of his honors for re. 
bellion against James II. of Scotland. Some of them 
were restored to him on his reconciliation to the crown, 

but hot the title of lord of the isles, which was re- 
tained by the king, and which has been since the union 
of the English and Scotch crowns one of the most 
highly prized titles of the prince of Wales. sir Donald 
Macdonald, who was the chieftain of the clan in the 
days of Charles I., received a baronetcy, which is the 
second in point of seniority in the kingdom of Scotland. 

The seventh baronet took no part in the Jacobite 
rebéllion of 1745, but contributed to the escape of the 
pretender, in which his niece, Flora Macdonald, played 
the role of the heroine. ‘This was the chieftain who 
entertained Dr. Johnson and Boswell on their famous 
tour in Scotland at his castle of Armidale. ste a

Realism as It Is Revealed 


in “The Fighting Hope.” 


By Percy Hammond. 


Suggestion has beén made that we know not whereof we speak when we refer 
t Mr. Hurlbut’s “ The Fighting Hope” as “artificial.” This play impresses some 
of our readers as the quintessence of realism and they do not approve of our failure 
t see its honesty of detail and incident, - One nalve objector calls attention to the 
fact that the safe in which “the papers” are kept is the real thing, and that Miss 
Bates’ performance on the typewriting machine is absolutely veristic from her expert 
fingers to her habit of keeping her kerchiet in the top drawer of her desk on the 
tight. 

These of course are wizard touches, disclosing the. deft Belasco hand. They are 
the offspring, perhaps, of many hours of mental travail and their aid in establish- 
ing illusion is not to be despised. Who has not noticed the answering thrill of ap- 
preciation when an audience sees real steam issuing from the kettle on the real 
flove, lighted by electric light? And who has not noticed the feeling of disappoiut- 
Ment when the champagne bottle is opened and the cold tea emerges without the 
identifying “ pop.” Some day a stage manager wil) find a way to bring on & modest 
lamp without throwing the stage into a blaze of illumination, or to take it off with- 
out engulfing everything in darkness, and then there will be real enthusiasm. Per- 
haps it is too much to expect that there wil] be an interior scene one of these times 
When al] the chairs and the sofa do not face in one direction—away from the fireplace 
<or that there will be a stage dinner party without celery in. which the star does not 
look toward the audience, while all the other guests are turned sideways. 

But we are far from belittling the safe in “The Fighting Hope” or the kerchief 
fi its appropriate receptacle. The curtain on the windows also impress us with their 
fidelity, as does the bank president’s desk, which is of real wood. The play is full 
of this faithful minutize. Yet we find it artificial. 

For these elemental reasons—reasons.as external as ‘the safe and the kerchief: 
We do not see why Mrs, Granger, having long admired Burton Temple for his 
Goble fight for square dealing in finance and having discussed it with ber friends, 
dhould not have known that he was her husband’s employer long before she looked 
f the photograph on Temple’s desk. We do not see why he should not have 
mown her, since she was the wife of the treasurer of his bank, who had gone through 
‘ long trial for fraud. But even if he did not know who she was, it seems too much 
fo believe that be would have trusted an unknown stenographer so implicitly at such 
€crucial time. And it is scarcely possible that a bank crook, shrewd enough to de- 
tive a wily adventuress in a financial way, would be fool enough to write a letter 
absolute! ly convicting himself before he committed the crime. These are im proba bil- 
ities at least, and we quote an axiom meant for others, but applicable as well to 
the playwright—*“ Lest men suspect your tale untrue, Keep probability in view,” Mr. 
Hurlbut has the dramatist’s right to submit any strained posture of circumstances for 
the basis of his play, but thig permission carries with it the condition that its devel- 
Spment shall be explicable. 

Aside from these and other trifling flaws “The Fighting. Hope” is pretty fair 
Melodrama. The situation of a brave and attractive woman acting as a spy to te- 
lease the “father of her boys” from prison, and then discovering that their father is 
false and that she loves.the man she seeks to convict, is interesting and possible. We 
tonfess that our sympathy for the noble bank president diminished with the knowledge 
that he retained his riches, though his bank had failed, and that he did not seem to 
be nearly so much dismayed by the information that the woman he loved was married 
és he did by the information that she had destroyed his valuable papers. But the 
emotions of hank presidents are as unfathomable as-those of women, and we content 
curselves with the knowledge that at least the safe is real, which is something more 
thar can be said for many plays.

Pathos strikes nearer home when one con- 
siders the various dramas written by Lincoln 
J. Carter. Fifteen years ago Mr. Carter was 


‘the greatest “Writer and producer of melo- 


*dramea in this country until the public taste 
changed and melodrama became a thing of 
the past. The Criterion theater, over on the 
north side, was the home of the Carter at- 
tractions until it was discovered that melo- 
drama would no longer pay, and the play- 
house was turned into a homefor vaudeville. 

** The Ghost of Paul Doon ” was the last 
of the Carter plays, which included “* The 
Eleventh Hour,” “ Just Before Dawn,” “ Re- 
member the Maine,”’ and “‘ The Flaming Ar- 
row.’ Carter, upon seeing that melodrama 
was on the toboggan, tried to recoup his 
fortune by delving into musical comedy. His 
venture was “ The Girt Rangers,”’ which 
George W. Lederer staged at the Auditorium 
three years ago. It proved a dismal failure 
and the Carter thousands vanished. Then it 
was that Carter released his plays to the 
repertoire companies and. to the American 


Amusement association of New York. and 
at the present time his income amounts to 


. Several thousand dollars a week. 


Mn. Carter may ley his good fortune to the 
new copyright law, passed by congress last 
June, which is so stringent that it has put 
the play pirate entirely out of existence. For 
many years the play pirate has preyed on 
the playwright, stealing his playeand selling 
them for $5 to $10 to the small repertoire man- 
ager, and sometimes to the large theater 
manager, that one would not think could 
stoop to such practices. Manuscripts be- 
came useless to their authors, who offered 
to sell them for $50 or $100 to any one who 
cared to buy them. Now, since the new law 
has gone into effect, making it a penitentiary 
offense to pirate even a line or situation, these 
same authors are raking in a revenue of 
several hundred dollare weekly. 

Take into consideration the George Ade 
plays. His “ College Widow.” at a weekly 
royalty of $800, wae played in Chicago, New 
York, Cleveland, Boston, and Milwaukee ald 
the same week. The same’might be sald of 
Ade’s “County Chairman.” Last week it 
played Chicago, Fort Wayne, and 8t. Louis 
at a royalty of $600 for eachcity. 

In reviewing play royalties one might as 
well touch upon the high prices now charged 
the stock company manager for the loan ofa 
manuscript for one week's production. Of 
all the plays, old or new. upon the market, 
none can be secured at this time for less than 
$100 a week, which seems a large amount to 
pay.

The plays of David Belasco are bid for up- 
wards of a thousand dollars a week, and 
Barrie’s “Peter Pan’ brought the smal) 
fortune of $5,000 for two weeks’ stock pro- 
duction in Milwaukee last summer at the 
hands of the Sherman Brown company. 
These high royalties have caused the stock 
company manager to fall back upon what are 
professionally known as “ book plays.”’ 

*“ Book plays’ are pieces that are without 
royalty, either from Inability to secure copy- 
right in this country, such as “ The Devil) ’’; 
dramatizationse of books that are without 
copyright, either from its expiration, like 
“ St. Elmo,” or the failure to reserve dramatic 
rights, such as “ Tempest and Sunshine,” 
“Lena Rivers,’’ “Thorns and Orange 
Blossoms ”’; or still from expirations of copy- 
rights upon plays, as in the case of * Rip Van 
Winkle,” “The Two Orphans,” “ Fanchon 
the Cricket,” or “ East Lynne.” These plays 
are entirely without protection and can be 
used by @ manager at any time without any 


prevention by their authors. Plays never |

Helena Modjeska, 
which was held at Cracow, there were many 
persons present who attended the funeral of 
Victor Hugo and who pronounced the cere-

into the grave read an oration written by 
himself. It appears below, translated into 
English by the daughter-in-law of Mme.

LONDON.—[Special Correspondence. }— 
This has been one of the weeks when the 
English stage has counted for something of 
more than local interest. In the first place, 
in point of time, Shaw’s censored play, “‘ The 
Shewing-up of Blanco Posnet,”’ has been 
done by the Stage society, and in the second 
place we have had Maeterlinck’s “ Blue 
Bird.” 

Of course, the Shaw piece couldn't be dene 
before a pay-at-the-door audience, because 
that ridiculous person, the censor, couldn't 
understand that the play was not bias- 
phemous. So only members cf the Stage so- 
clety and their friends could see it. Bei 
thus a ‘“ private”’ affair the censor coui 
not stop it. 

Well, it needed only the admirable perform- 
ance of the Irish players who came over from 
the Abbey theater in Dublin to emphasize 
the censor’s absurdity by giving a clearer 
idea than one could possibly get from read- 
ing the play how sincerely, not to say vio- 
léntly, religious it really is. You couldn't 
find in English drama a more effective ilius- 
tration of Matthew Arnold’s definition of 
religion as “‘ morality touched by emotion.”

Probably everybody in the. United States 
who is much interested tn Shaw has had a 
chance to read the play by this time, or knows 
at least that it deals with the conversion ofa 
horse thief who was about to be lynched by

The fact happens to be that 
Bernard Shaw is a born playwright, and that 
however impish his views on human  con- 
duct in general his genius occasionally gets 
away with him when he is at work on a 
play and leads him into the path of dramatic 
virtue in spite of himself. -

The performance at the Haymarket here on 
Wednesday night proves it to be not only 
actable but not necessarily expensive. The

CHANGED IN 1909 


Holders of All Championships 
Retain Titles paRns 


JOHNSON PEER OF ’EM ALL 


Big N egro Engages in Several 
‘Contests, but Opponents Are 
of Lower Caliber. 


BY RAY C. PEARSON. 

The year 1909 in pugilism saw no changes 
In the holders of the championships, and, 
taking everything into consideration, good 
contests were few and far between. One 
black man still is numbered among the 
title holders, and the fact that hd is the 
leader of the main division of the fist ranks 
makes him stand out most prominently. 
This is none other than Jack Johnson, whom 
Jeffries plans to knock out of the honors 
when they meet July 4. : 

The colored heavyweight champion en- 
gazed in several contests, but his opponents 
were not of a caliber that would endanger 
the loss of his laurels. His only real fight 
was that with Middleweight Champion Stan- 
ley Ketchel whom he disposed of by. the 
knockout route in twelve rounds.

The black was credited with 
having outpointed O’Brien after the bout had 
gone the limit. These were the priricipal con- 
tests that Johnson fought, but with the same 
caliber of men he probably would be able to 
rule the-roost for years to come. 


Big Fighters Are Matched. 


The arranging of the Jeffries-Johnson 
match for Independence day provided much 
gossip for'the fans in al! parts of the country 
and the fact that the two big fellows actual- 
ly were matched will make the coming fight 
one of the greatest in, pugilistic history. 

While Johnson was busy beating his men, 
Stanley Ketchel managed to keep fairly 
active and the middlew eight champion could 
not be deposed from his place at the top ef 
the heap. Ketchel’s greatest contest. of 
course, Was that with the heavyweight cham- 


through that defeat. He engaged in one bat- 
tle with that bitter rival Billy Papke, the 


twenty rounds was awarded the decision. 
There was a great how) from the Papke 
followers, who declared the decision was 
away out of line and that their man had won 
a draw or even the decision. But it goes 
down in the records as a victory for Ketchel 
| and a defeat for Papke. 

Ketchel continued to show the effectiveness 
of that awful punch which he possesses in 
each hand by scoring several knockouts. He 
put Jack O’Brien out in three rounds and 
sent Tony Caponi of Chicago into “ dream- 
land” in four rounds, both contests being 
fought in the east. In his other events he 
shewed more than ordinary superiority over. 
his men and won easily. 

Mixup Among Welters. 

In the welterweight class the mixup is as 
unsettled as it was a year ago, with several 
claiming to hold the title. There were only 
a couple: of battles in this division, and as 
none of these had any direct bearing on the 
championship, the records are sufficient to 
tell what happened. 

Battling Nelson, our own “ Bat of Hege- 
wiech,”’ still has them‘all Buffaloed tn the 
lightweight ranks. Bat's most serious com- 
petition came from one Ad Wolgast of Mil- 
waukee. They fought ten rounds tn Los 
Angeles and Wolgast was credited with hav- 
ing had all the better of the going. But this 
didn’t make any difference with the title, as 
it was another of those “ no decision " con- 
tests and Nelson's crown was safe. The 
Dane also hooked up with “ Fighting Dick ” 
Hyland,whom he knocked out in twenty-three 
rounts. In another contest Bat put Jack 
Clifford to sleep in five rounds. These were 
his only affairs of the year, which was not 
active for the Hegewisch boy. 

Dropping .down another. class: brings the 
name of one champion to the front, who is 
so far ahead of the aspirants for his crown 
that he bids fair to hold the title for a long 
time. This is Abe Attel, the little Hebrew 
who has been featherweight champion for 
‘several years. Atte! has been busy picking up 
all the coin he can gather, whether it is 
“ soft” or not, and most of it has been com- 
ing easy. At that Abe ran up against one 
surprise and according to the account of 
the bout Jem Driscoll of England outpointed 
him in a ten round no decision:eontest. 

Monte Attel, brother of Abe, is the kingpin 
of the bantanis, although he mixed up in sey- 
eral contests which have tested his ability to 
the limit. Danny Webster has given him 
some close battles and Johnny Coulon of Chi- 
cago bids fair to give him the toughest battle 
of his career when they meet.

Mrs. Tiny Johnson, who came from Ga!- 
veston, Tex., a short time ago to spend the 
rest of her days in the new home, is making 
elaborate preparations .for the occasion, 
which, she claims, will. be the happiest of 
her life. Besides Jack's relatives several 
personal friends will gather around the fes- 
tive board tonight to praise the big champion 
and wish him success in his coming battle 
with Jeffries. 

This will be Johnson's first appearance in 
Chicago since he signed articles in New 
York to meet Jeffries.

PROBLEMS FOR THREE EYE BOSS 


Semi-Pro Leanings of New President 
Wot in Accord with Policy of 
the Minor Leaguers. 


fiock Island, l., Deo. 25.—[Special.}-—-When | 
he assumes his new duties. as head of the 
Three Eye jeague President Tearney will find 
himself in a peculiar position. As @ pro- 
moter of semi-professiona! baseball, and at 
the same time bead of an organized circuit 
he will find a number of problems to solve. 

The minor leagues do not favor the recog- 
nition of semi-pro organizations. The Three 
Kye league heretofore has contended that 
protection for semi-pros is impracticable. 
Mr. Tearney, while at New York last week, 
urged the national commission to take fur- 
ther steps along the line followed in the case 
of Player Torrey, his policy in so doing being 
contrary to that of the Three Eye. 

This question of recognizing and protecting 
eemi-pros has been thrashed out between 
the major and the minor leagues a number 
of times. and in every instance it has been 
agreed that such a policy is not feasible. 

The minor leagues do n-t want to see the 
semi-pros protected for the reason that from 
their ranks must be drawn practically all 
the recruite of the ‘‘ microbes,”” amateurs 
being, as a rule too raw to jump at once into 
class B, or even lower company, while the 
independent field is rapidly narrowing, owing 
to the extension of organized leagues. With 
the higher leagues preying upon them on the 
one side and the securing of new material 
bound up if red tape on the other, the minors 
fee] their row would be a hard one to hoe, 

Up to this time the case of Player Torrey 
is the only one in which the principle of pro- 
tection for the semi-pros has been formally 
recognized by the national commission, and 
in doing this the minor magnates feel the 
higher body has violated a tacit agreement. 
Torrey is one of the few semi-professionals 
whom the big league clubs think worthy of 
d trial without any schooling In the minors, 
and it is charged that the desire to get him 
had. something to do with the disposition of 
him.

their quarrels and in salving their sore spets 
and then start the new year with the firm 
resolve to merge individual interests in ad- 
vancing the general welfare of the sport, the 
business which they have made out of a 
pastime will “ multiply and increase *' great- 
ly in value and revenue. If they do not drop 
the petty differences and wrangles which 
have marred the year just closing there will 
be a different story to tell and their golden 
egg laying goose will need the services of 
skilled veterinaries, if not a taxidermist. 


Individual Rights Secondary. 


Baseball never will thrive on the theory 
that individual rights are greater than “' the 
good of the game’’ any more than this na- 
tion can grow strong and prosper if state 
rights supersede thoge of the union of states. 
The attempt to prove the contrary not solong 
ago threatened to wreck a great nation and 
every like attempt in baseball has and will 
contain the same element of danger to the 
game. It is a peculiar business, this sport, 
in that its greatest success lies in the exactly 
proper division of sharp competitive rivalry 
on the playing field and wise and thoughtful 
eare for the interests of one’s rivals, who 
also are business partners, off the diamond. 
There must be a strong community of in- 
terests with a view to promoting the sport 
and keeping it abreast of the public's de- 
mands by steady and consistent improve- 
ments along conservative but progressive 
lines. But there must not be too great com- 
munity of interest. The club owners must 
keep two sets of books and keep them care- 
fully separated, one of them to contain the 
debits and credits of their partnership obli- 
gatione and the other devoted exclusively to 
their own clubs and business. Departure 
from this system means syndicate baseball, 
an evil than which there can be no greater 
in that sport. 
Baker Warns of Pitfalls. 

At therecent banquet in celebration of Pitts- 
burg’s world’s championship, Police Commis- 
sioner Baker of New York told the assembled 
club owners of the two major leagues a few 
home truths in homely, but forcible language. 
His viewpoint was that of the public itself, 
for he admitted he was not a baseball! fan 
and knew the game more through hearing it 
discussed on every side during his daily duties 
than from personal observatiion. He pointed 
out that he had in his life watched the “ sport 
of kings’’ driven {nto its last trenches; he 
had seen pugilism beaten into an extremely 
groggy condition by laws which had their in- 
ception in the minds of the great American 
public. 

Baseball now is supreme in the world of 
sport, he said, but to keep it there the men 
responsible for its fate must sidestep with 
constant vigilance the pitfalls into which the 
promoters of the other two major sports fell. 
They must play fair with the public and per- 
mit no suspicion of the honesty of their sport 
or their dealings with each other to gain a 
foothold in the minde of their patrons. If an 
appropriation could have been made to pre- 
pare embossed copies of portions of Commis- 
sioner Baker’e speech at the Dreyfuss ban- 
quet and to hang them over the desks of every 
baseball club owner no better investment for 
the small sum required could be found. 


Dangerous Element Present. 
There is in baseball today an element 
identical with that which a few decades ago 
advocated, maintaining state's rights at any 
cost. It is a dangerous element and will con- 
tinue such until it is reconstructed or con-

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TEAMS MASTER NEW RULES 


Better Class of ‘Open’? Football 
Shown in Fourth Season. ; 


MORE CHANGES ARE CERTAIN 


Serions Injuries During 1909 Threaten 
Life of Game. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 

The footbaj] season of 1909 was marked 
by a bettér development of the game than 
any since the rules were changed in the win- 
ter of 1905-06. Coaches and players seemed 
to have @ better grasp of the possibilities of 
the new code with the result that more ver- 
satile attacks, with complicated formations, 
in which the forward pass and onside kick 
were important factors, were seen in all sec- 
tlone of the country. 

In one respect the season just closed re- 
sembled the year of 1905. So many fatal in- 
juries occurred as to make changes in the 
rules an absolute necessity for the preser- 
vation of the game. When the season of 1006 
closed criticism of the game was so great 
that those who had the best interests of the 
banner college sport at heart were unani- 
mous in the opinion that something would 
have to be done to save the pastime. 


Changes Bring More Accidents. 

The result was that the game was modified 
and the forward pass and ten yard rule were 
adopted. The masse play, the feature of the 
game which was thought to cause most of 
the injuries, was eliminated to @ great ex- 
tent. The rules committee thought by 
opening up the game fewer injuries would 
occur. In 1906, 1907, and 19V8 some fatal 
accidents did happen, and as the coaches 
and players obtained a better grasp of the 
possibilities of the new rules the list of 
serious injuries increased each succeeding 
year until this season the toll was so great 
as to make alterations In the game a neces- 

ity. 

: What changes will be made in the ruies is 
hard to say, but it is a certainty the code will 
be altered in many respects. Many changes 
already have been suggested and when the 
rules committee meets in New York some 
time this winter, it will not want for sug- 
gestions. 

Minnesota, having a big, powerful team, 
easily won the western conference cham- 
pionship. The Gophers, for the most part,° 
used old style footbal! varied occasionally 
with forward passes and onside kicks, The 
conference teams they defeated were much 
lighter and the Gophers, with their heavy, 
concentrated attack were able to wear down

Gophers Meet Their Waterloo, 

Minnesota met its Waterloo when it went 
against Michigan in the closing game of the 
season. The Wolverines had every bit as 
strong @ line as the Gophers, who were abso- 
lutely powerless to puncture it in a way to 
which they had been accustomed all fall. 
Minnesota’s forward passes and onside kicks 
went wrong every time and Michigan had all 
the better of that great battle from start to 
finish. 

Michigan and Notre Dame claim premier 
Honors in the central west, but the conseneus 
of opinion is that the Catholics are entitled 
to the title. In the middie of the season 
Notre Dame journeyed to Ann Arbor and de- 
feated the Wolverines by an 11 to 3 count. 
After this beating, Michigan iamproved great- 
ly. Yost took hie team to Philadelphia and 
defeated Pennsylvania, 12 to 6& On the fol- 
lowing Saturday, with scarcely any practice, 
Michigan met Minnesota at Minneapolis and 
returned to Ann Arbor with a Gopher scalp. 


Tie Game with Marquette Hurts.

Hutchins’ Resignation Starts 
Talk as to Successor. 


SEVERAL OUTSIDERS NAMED. 


Howard Jones Impresses Students as 
Right Man for Position. 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 25.—fSpecial. ]—The | 
sudden and unexpected resignation be Ath- 
letic Director C. P. Hutchins of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin was the real holiday sensa- 
tion in western intercollegiate athletic circles 
and speculation already is rife as to who the 
Badger director's successor will be. 

Although the ink has hardly had time to dry 
On the letter of resignation, sentiment hereis 
crystallizing in favor of the appointment of a 
Wisconsin’man to the position; a man who 
cherishes Wisconsin customs end traditions 
and one who understands the peculiar inside 
workings of the Wisconsin faculty. 

Among the Wisconsin graduates whose 
names have been mentioned are former 
Graduate Managers John L. Fisher of Janes- 
ville and George F. Downer of Butte, Mont. 
Both these men have had experience with 
athletics at Wisconsin, but it is doubtful if 
they would be acceptable to the faculty, 

Fisher and Downer were in charge of ath- 
letics here. under the old régime and under- 

 ftand the local situation. Harvey Holmes, 
director of athletics at the University of 
Southern California, also has been men- 
tioned. Holmes is a Wisconsin graduate and 
has had remarkable success with athletic 
teams in the Golden Gate state. He was 
prominently mentioned for the position three 
and a half years ago, when Dr. Hutchins 
came here from Syracuse, and has a host of 
friends who would like to seee him in the posi- 
tion, 

Juneau Also Mentioned. 

Bill Juneau, the old Wisconsin end who 
has hed great success with the Marquette 
university football team for the last two 
years, is another Badger graduate who has 
friends who are pushing him for the po- 
aition. 

A host of outsiders have been mentioned 
and will be considered if the regents decide 
to go outside the Wisconsin alumni list in 
search of the right man. Howard Jones of 
Yale ig the choice of @ number of students 
who have been particularly impressed with 
his work with the Yale eleven this fall. There 
is a oyrrent report here that Jones has inti- 
mated that he would Uke to come to Wiscon-. 
sim if sufficient financial inducements could 
be offered. The position bere pays $3,500 
per year, 

Friends of athletics at Wisconsin look with 
regret upon the resignation of Director 
Hutchins at this time. Hutchins came to 
Wisconsin from Syracuse in the spring of 
1906 when athletics here were down and 
out. In the face of opposition from a hos- 
tile faculty he fought his way upward ana 
has succeeded by good business manage- 
ment in placing Wisconsin not only on a 
firm financial basis, but on a fairly successfy) 
athletic footing 


Win Scores of Friends. 


Although severely criticised at times for 
failure to turn out winning teams, his work 
has been of high order and he has won 
scores of friends. Although he has worked 
incessantly for the furtherance of intercol- 
legiate athletics and has been one of the 
leading lights in the western conference, his 
chief aim, since coming to Wisconsin, has 
been to stimulate a more general interest in 
all forme of athietics, and the system of 
intercolliege athletic contests which he inau- 
gurated will stand as a monument to his 
régime at Wisconsin. 

As a peculiar coincident to the resignation 
of Director Hutchins on Wednesday came 


committee of a special committee of stu- 
dente to investigate thoroughly athietic af- 
fairs at the university to determine if possi- 
ble the reasons for Wisconsin's lack of suc- 
cess in all branches of athietics.

SOCCER IS GROWING IN FAVOR, 


Game Makes Great Strides During Year, 
with Brilliant Prospects for 
Next Season. 


Soccer football made greater strides during 
the year of 1908 than in any previous year 
since its introduction into this country. The 
outcry against the present intercollegiate 
code served to call attention to other styles of 
football and soccer was among those investi- 
gated by the college and school authorities. 

The best evidence in the growth of the 
game was the successful tour made by the 
Pilgrims of England in the fall, which proved 
a paying venture. . The prévious trip of the 
Piigrims and that of the Corinthians both 
cost the promoters money, although part of 
these losses was due to poor management. 
Capt. Milnes and his men played 22 games, 
winning 17. drawing 3 and losing 2. and In all 
of the leading soccer centers they drew pay- 
ing crowds. 

The Paterson True Blues won the annual 
competition for the American cup, the ban- 
ner prize in the east, while the Campbell 
Rovers won the Peel cup competition, which 
is played in the Chicago district. 

In the eastern colleges soccer gained in 
strength and there seems to be a strong pros- 
pect of the western colleges taking it up next 
year.

New York. Dec. 25.—In no country in the 
world has the horse increased more in value 
in*recent-yeargs than the Argentine-repubdilic. 
In the recent yearling sale some mervelously 
high prices were pdid, and’taken all around 
they are much above the English bleod stock 
sales either at Doncaster or Newmarket. 

From the San Jacinto Haras, the property 
of Sefior Unzue, twenty yearlings, mostly 
by Val d'Or, realized $132,005, or an average 
of $6.405. The most costly of.the lot was 
Roi de ]'Or, by Val d'Or, out of a mare named 
Meeta, the price being $28,830. This Is the 
biggest pricé paid for a yearling since Seiver 
bought the sensational mare Scepter for 


,$50,000. Champ~ d'Or, by Val d'Or, out of 
Little. Darling, brought $15,333... Other good 


prices in this lot were Modern Ajax, $13,973; 
Mont 4@’Or, $10.827; Ayrshire; $9,172. 

The Haras Las ee stud sold twenty 
yearlings for a total of $180,015, or an aver- 
age of $9,000, and they were all by. the 
English stallion Diamond .Jubilee. .

The most importent chess event of 1909 
was the international tournament, organized 
at St. Petersburg in. memory of the late M. I. 
Tschigorin, champion of Russia for many 
years. It was most liberally endowed by ths 
many wealthy petrons of the game in Rus- 
sia. Dr. Emanuel Lasker and Akiba Ru- 
binstein made an equal score, 14% to 8%, but 
the greater honors went to Rubinstein, who 
defeated Lasker in their individyal game. 

There was no provision inthe rules com- 
pelling a tie to be played off, and Lasker de- 
clined Rubingtein's challenge to do so, owing 
to: indisposition caused by the severity of the 
Russian winter in February. Several mas- 
ters suffered similarly, including Schlechter, 
who made a poor showing in this contest. 
No other master tournament of importance 
was held during the year. 

Dr. Lasker played four exhibition games* 
with Janowski at Paris in the spring, each 
player winning two games. This excellent 
showing by Janowski resulted in the sub- 
scription by his French admirers of a liberal 
purse for a match of ten games. Of these 
Janowski won only one and drew two, Las- 
ker again demonstrating his decisive superi- 
ority ovér every opponent since he defeated 
Steinitz in 18984 and acquired the champion- 
ship of the world. 


Proposed Match Unpopular. 

In the early part of least’ December he 
agreed to meet Schiechter in thirty games, 
but this proposed match has not met with 
popular approval and negotiations with clubs 
still are pending. It is almost everywhere 
conceded Lasker has uo equal among the 
older masters and that his conqueror will 
be of a younger generation. 3 

Lasker recently sent his check for §100 to 
W. P. Shipley of Philadelphia to pay the 
prizes in the problem tournanfent of his sus- 
pended chess magazine. His prolongéd stay 
in Europe indicates he may intend to re- 
main there permanently. ; 

The most important match of the year un- 
questionably was Capablanca’s victory over 
Marshal! by the score of 8tol. The young 
Cuban master’s score practically equals that 
of Lasker and Tarrasch against Mareha!! 
and there are many who look upon him as a 
future opponent of Lasker. 

There are many rising young masters and 
one whose name should not be omitted is M. 
Alechin, only 17 years old, who won the cgar’s 
medal in the Russian national tournament 
held in connection with the international 
tournament at the Russia capital. 

Other matches of the year were Marshall's 
victory over Jaffe and Showalter, Rubin- 
stein’s defeat of Mieses, and the latter's su- 
periority over Schlechter in a blind old match 
of four games, Spielmann administered ‘a 
severe beating to Paul Johner in Germany 
and the latter defeated H. Rosenfeld at the 
Manhattan Chess club since his return to 
this country. 


America Loses Cable Match. 

America suffered a defeat in thé cable 
match with England, but the American stu- 
dents defeated Oxford and Cambridge by 
the excellent score of 4% to 1%. 

In the Quadrangular College Chess league 
Princeton ‘secured the championship for 
1900 over .Harvard, Columbia, and Yale. 
while in the triangular league Pennney!- 
vania was victorious over Brown and Cor- 
nell. Matches will be played in New York 
during this week to decide the 1010 cham- 
pionship. 

Two American problemists. F 
Westborough, Mazss., and Murray Marble 
of Worcester, Mags.. have distinguished 
themselves by being prize winners in many 
tournaments at home and abroad. These 
composers are comparatively newcomers in 
the problem field, and their work haz been 
of high order.

The city doesn’t chop, saw, and carry In its 
wood, but during the cold weather somebody 
has got to put in extra time and effort carry- 
ive up the coal or throwirfg more on the fur- 
nace. Heat, power, and light—these are the 
city’s life blood all the time and especially in 
winter. Their sum total must be increased in 
proportion to the downward moves of the 
mercury. And the men who do it are the 
roughest, toughest workers of all. the big, 
two fisted teamsters, the grimy firemen, the 
railroad men, and men in occupations incl- 
denta! to these: 

It taket fire to make heat, light, or power, 
and a fire takes coal. Coal is the life of the 
city at all times, in the cold weather It Is its 
body and soul.

Teamster in the Majority. 


To make a picture of the city’s winter 
guards a composite sketch of the teamster, 
the fireman, and the railroad man would be 
about right. with the teamster predominat- 
ing. The work of fighting winter begins so 
far as the city is concerned in the railroad 
yards, where the little dummy switch engines 
pull the long etrings of coal cars on to the 
sidings after the big compounds have hauled 
them up from the coal fields of Indiana. [li- 
nois, Ohio, or Pennsylvania. It isn't pleasant 
work, this. Coal trains have a way of com- 
Ing into the yards at all times of the day, 
especially in cold weather when the cry for 
coal is incessant. ; 

Take a January morning at 8 o'clock fn the 
yards of any big road and the spectacle is 
something to remember. The yard is a jum- 
ble of darkness, coa!) cars, lanterns, and 
ewathed figures. And It ia cvld, always it is 
cold.

The raliroad men stay. There isn't any 
foolish fancy with them about loving their 
work; their pay isn’t high enough to make 
them satisfied, and the chances for promotion 
in these days are few and fer between.

and for days afterward he sat pop-eyed at 
the three or four things he had discovered, 
backed up by engineers and by users of the 
new types of gas producer engines, as facts 
not to be questioned. 

First he was shown that im every twenfy- 
four hours, regardless of the damage done to 
Chicago by Chicago smoke, $1,000,000 worth 
of sooty smoke absolutely is thrown away. 
To effect this saving of $360,000,000 a year 
the gas producer engine is neceresary. 

Again, in 
burning the cheapest bituminous coal in the 
world; and the cheaper the coal, the more of 
smoke value is wasted. 

Wasting the smoke énd soot of this cheap- 
est of soft coals, delivered at $3 a ton in Chi- 
eago, the greater is the loss to the consumer, 
for the reason that $3 worth of this soft coal 
properly: burned in a gas producer should pro- 
duce three timesthe horsepower generated in 
the steam boiler; should leave a residue of 
coke worih $2.75, coal tar worth 80 cents, and 
sulphite of ammonia worth 65 cents—a total 
of $4.2u of by-products ffom $3 worth of sooty 
coal, to say nothing of the three or four times 
the horsepower given over to the working en- 


gine plant!

Coke Valuable By-Product. ) 

If you have a commercial gas range in 
your kitchen and gaslights throughout your 
home, the gas company which pipes gas to 
them gets that gas from soft coal and turns 
out tons of coke as\its by-product In 1907 
the official figures of coke production show 
40.779,564 tons of coke for the United States, 
having a market value of $111.530,126. 

But only 15 per cent of this coke produc- 
tion was from ovens of the by-product type. 
85 per cent of it coming from the old bee hive 
ove This means that in the making of 
34,625, 629 tons of coke from about 70,000,000 
tons of bituminous cod] the wasting of its 
85 per cert’ of volatile matter meant a loss 
of $12.500,000 as a conservative estimate. 
For beside the coal tar and the sulphite of 
ammonia the by-products of this smoky, 
waste from soft coal are almost countless. 

Just here the*nature of the gas producer 
engine comes in. 

The engine, it must be remembered, does 
not produce the gas. Its name comes from 
the fact that, like the engines under the mod- 
ern automobile, it is driven by gas explosions 
in the cylinders; the gas producer engine is 
driven by the gas that comes from the gas 
producer, which is in the same relation to Its 
engine as the furnace and boiler is to the 
steam engine.

Best Example in Steel Mills. 


There are several manufacturers of the gas 
producer mechanisms and several other man- 
ufacturers of the engines using g4s producer 
gas. But it is only im the great steel mills 
at.the present time that the greatest exposi- 
tlon of the gas producer and engine are show- 
ing the greatest possibilities of the combina- 
tion. , 

That greatest of all “‘smokers’’ in the 
vicinity of Chicago heretofore has been the 
blast furnace of the stee] mills. Heretofore 
that greatest of all wasters of heat energy 
from soft coal has been thesteel mill. For of 
ail the flery furnaces of modern times, the 
blast furnace has been the flercest, hugest 
sir.gle caldron, and millions of dollars’ 
worth of sooty smoke and gas have been 
wasted yearly on the southern rim of Chi- 
cago. 

But the new steel town of Gary, Ind., hae 
décided that it no longer can afford to smoke 
up the sand dunes and lake rimr, to say 
nothing of ite model steel town. It isn't 
idealism that has prompted the Indiana Stee! 
campany to this decision. Economy has 
forced it, and to reach this highest degree of 
economy it has decided to make each of its 
sixteen blast.furnaces a gas producer unit, 
which with the gas distilling apparatus nec- 
essary makes it possible to harness and run 
seventeen huge gas producer engines in its 
central plant, each engine of 5.000 horse 
power, capable of 25 per cent everload.

in the high light of its acceptance by the 
great corporation which always deals most 
carefully with the smallest of leaks and 
wastes. 

The blast furnace is the source of the gas 
produced. This blast furnace is for the re- 
duction of crude iron ore to the metallic pig. 
In the reduction of iron ores to pig iron the 
blast furnace is filled with coke, ore, and 
limestone in layers. the fire is lighted in the 
coke, and from the hot blast stoves powerful 
engines draw hot air and force it at terrific 
pressure up through the burning mass in the 
furnace. 

Hot as this air is, full as it may be of oxy- 
gen, “lean” as the coke may ‘be of all 
gaseous elements, it has been jmpossible so 
to mix the carbon of the coke with the oxy- 
gen necessary to combustion not to allow.of 
unmeasured quantities of gas to form at the 
top of the furnace. For years this gas has 
been escaping in poisondUs clouds into the 
atmosphere. Some of it in later years has 
been caught and used for steam making. 
And in using the gas producer engine at Gary 
the company is finding its 100,000 horse power 
plant of seventeen engines equal to three 
times the work of a steam plant of equal 
horse power, to say mothing of the boiler 


heating for steam. ‘. 


Great Weight of Engines. 

Each of these seventeen gas producer en- 
gines in the central power plant occupies a 
floor space 44 by 70 feet, and weighs 1,700,000 
pounds. The cylinders are forty-four inches 
in diameter. with fifty-four inch stroke. Each 
flywheel is twenty-three feet in diameter 
and weighs 200000 pounds. A single hand- 
wheel controls the electric current for ignition 
and the engines will start from any position 
of the crank pin. . 

In the steel mill engines. suddenly are 
called upon for the maximum of their over- 
load capacity, and in the workings of these 
mighty engines — resting. in. foundations 
weighing 180.000 pounds each—they take it as 
easily and as gently as the old. quiet, smooth- 
running Corliss engine of a generation ago.

The next-movement of the gas from the 

is to the washer tank. which has pre- 

the gas for heating by the time it 

ches the hot blast stoves. where the heat- 

for pumping to the furnaces is brought

What is this quantity of gas? From these 
eight furnaces now operaiing. producing 
3,600 tons of pig iron in twenty-four hours, 
22,450 000 cubic feet of gas is produced every 
hour, equal to 250.000 horse power hours in 
the gas producing engines,

In the hot. blagt stoves, 6.750,000 cubic feet 
of this ges is consumed every sixty minutes; 
in the steam bcilers 1.700.000 cubic feet are 
used; 600000 cubic feet are burned in the 
final gas ‘“‘ washing "’; in the blowing engines 
8,400,000 fee: of gus are consumed, and in the 
electrical power plant, where the seventeen 
100,000 horsepower gas producer engings are 
at work, 10000000 eubic feet of this once

I realize that up to this point I haven't 
answered the questions of inquirers, “ What 
is this new gas producer engine?’ But I 
submit that this is the place ip which to 
do it. 

In fhe first place. if you are using a 500 
horse-power engine, using steam and boilers, 
you don't want one of these gas producer 
planis. It’s up in the 5,000 horse power 
class that you may be interested and at that 
you may be frightened at probable first costs 
of the installationa. For & really gocd thing, 
new and up to date, seldom is cheap ai first 
cost. 

With a modern boiler plant, supplying « 
5,000. horse power steam engine of the con- 
densing type. the outlay will be somewhere 
between $5,000 and $6,000 when you are ready 
to open the throttle and start her up.

Future Saving What Counts. 


For your gas producer and 5,000 horsepower 
engine you must, dig far deeper into your 
pockets, There are two types of the gas pro- 
ducer engine—one a suction engine and the 
other a pressure engine. Complete, you may 
expect to pay about $22.000 for the suction 
pressure plant, complete, while for the 
pressure plant, complete, you may have to 
pay $26.000 in the neighborhood of Chicago. 
A good dea! depends upon where you set your 
plant and what the scale of labor is where you 

lent it. : 

” put the manufacturer of the gas producer 
plant and the manufacturer of the gas engine 
alike afte in the position of asking you not 
to pay 20 much attention to first cost of the 
plant as to the saving effected thereafter, in 
case you are setting up a permanent working 
manufactory, 

They will assure you that, as between the 
$6,000 steam plant and the $26,000 gas pro- 
ducer plant you'll have your excess money 


. investment back inside of five years, after 


whieh you may be realizing at least $1.20 on 
each $8 ton of soft-coai. And further, they 
will tell you that, if you can get “‘ rottener ” 
soft coal at $2.50 a ton and make it burn, you 
may have your 5,000 horsepower and maybe 
$1.50 a ton from your by-products. It all 
depends upon what you prepare to save as 
by-products and how well you effect this 
saving, for the by-products o. soft coal are 
almost countiess—carbolic acid, ammonia, 
creosote, bengine, nitric acia, naphtha,.ana- 
line dyes, coal tar, coke, vitriol, sulphuric 
acid, and a dozen other commodities of 
known and unknown use. 

But, beyond this—if your plant is within 
Chicago’s city Nmits—you may never again 
see a smoke inspector watching your chim- 
ney, for a chimney stack may not be at all 
necessary. Up at Port Washington, Wis., 
the Milwaukee Northern railway has a gas 
produeer engine plant of two 2,000 horse 
power engines, a gas producer house, and a 
huge storage gas tank, and it never has built 
a smokestack, for the reason that it runs 
day and night without making any smoke. 
The stored gas in the tank stands at a press- 
ure of about two pounds. 


Impressiveness 2 Minus Quantity. 

Remembering that the gas producer in {t- 
self corresponds to the boilers and underly- 
ing furnaces of the steam boiler room. this 
new gas producer plant isn’t particularly 
impressive at a first glance. It is simple 
enough not to scare horses. There are dif. 
ferent makes of such gasmakers. One c/ 
them in particular consists of an upright, 
cylindrical steel furnace, not unlike the 


‘modern furnace in a house, It has the same 


revolving grates in the same relative posi- 
tion as in the house furnace, only that the 
purpose is to burn as much soft coal as pos- 
sible and dump as much “lean” coke as 
possible from the firebox ‘to codl. Two 
smaller cylindrical tanks twice as tall as the 
furnace stand side by side, In which the gas 
washing is done, after which the storage 
tank takes it and holds it until the gas pro- 
ducer engine calls for it for explosion in its 
cylinders. 

That one strongest point of the man talk- 
ing the gas. producer engine to you is the 
point he makes on the conservation of our 
natural] resources, at present almost a polit- 
ical issue in the United States. 

The situation presented in most 
form is this: If you will 8 amos. poy 
dusty soft coal in the gas producer and save 
only the resultant coke, you get about three 
times the horfte power that otherwise you 
can get from the coal itself, while the coke 
residue alone is worth about half what your 
soft coal cost you.

Greatest Feag All Unsung. 

A hundred times the public has been 
thrilled by stories of the daring and courege 
of railroad engineers in exploring the moun- 
tain wilderness of the northwest. A hun- 
dred times it has been awed and dazzled by 
the spectacular and magnificent feats of the 
great railroad overlords and their lieuten- 
ants But Truesdale and his Lackawanna 
cutoff, all:unsung and uncelebrated as they 
are, are in half a dozen features the most re- 
markable, the most ‘picturesque of them all. 

One day three years_ago Mr. Truesdale 
called Lincoln Bush, chief engineer of the 
road, into his office. 

“ Bush,”’ he said, “can you forget that 
there is any such a thing as money in the 
world?’ Bush would try. Then the president 
got up and pointed to a map which hung on 
the wall. Up in the northwest corner of 
New Jersey, just where the Delaware river, 
at the end of its long rlant to the west, turns 
again to the south, hé laid the presidential 
finger. “‘ Begin here,” he said; “‘ at the Dela- 
ware Water Gep and find me the shortest

Between New York and Lake Hopatcong 
the engineer found that not much improve- 
ment was possible Even westward, between 
the lake and the Water Gap, the road already 
had a solidly ballasted double track, which 
earned dividends of 15 and 20 per cent. It 
really seemed foolish to spend any money 
on that little stretch of less than forty miles. 
But Bush had his instructions. 

In that forty miles of roadbed he found

So Bush and his drafismen and 
estimators got busy All that corner of the 
state is ribbed with parallel ranges of the 
Kittatinny hills, which are. quite large 
enough to pass for mountains over on the 
Jersey side.

EING investigated is great sport when 
the investigators are merely looking 
for the best interests of the investi- 
gated. 
That's one of the great joys of farm 
life today—investigation. 

When the federal government appointed 
a commission to look into the conditions 
of ccuntry life, there were a few farm- 
¢rs who resented the intrusion into their pri- 
vete affairs. Not so now. They welcome it. 

There is a peculiar psychological condition 
in which ths investigation thrives. A passive 
interest om the pari of the subject of the in- 
quiry does not suffice. There must be active 
participation—codperation, This the country 
life commission secured when it began its 
delving into the personal side of the agricul- 
tures! problem. First of all, the farmer real- 
ized that something was wrong. He had seén 
the young peopie flocking to the cities, and 
he had come to face, as his most serious 
problem, shortage of hands in the fields. And 
the American farmer is not a peasant. He 
is not content, to continue through life doing 
a dey’s work for a day’s living and nothing 
more. He wants to see his bank account 
grow and his land holdings increase. Like- 
wise he wants each year a little more leisure 
and a Ilitle less work, and he wants his 
children to have educational and socia! ad- 
vantages superior to those he enjoyed. 

So it was that the farm life investigators 
were greeted with open arms. Some there 
were, of course, who were impressed with a 
humorous side of the question.

1 every year other foreigners taking baths 
in the milder weather begin to drop out, and 
the Bulgarian begine to oomup. There are 
timee in the cold snaps when we have twice 
as many Bulgarians as we have of every 
other race and nationality combined. 

** How do you tell them?. They are moun- 
tlan people, and nine-tenths of them coming 
in here for a bath still wear the spiked shoe 
soles of their native country. A stranger 
could mark them by this, while the bath 
attendants know them by facia] character- 
istics, their desire to ‘clean up,’ and often 
by the fact that the Bulgarian brings his 
own towel with him, preferring it to the 
towel given him fresh from the laundry by 
the city. 

* But there's another characteristic of the 
Bulgarian.’ If he is even markedly solled 
and dirty when he comes in, when he goes 
out he leaves the least dirt on the floors of 
shower and dressing closet, hit cake of soap 
is rinsed and im its holder, and his towels 
are put neatly into place. ‘ That fellow was 
a Bulgarian who just left here,’ is an old re- 
mark of the attendant who is ‘ cleaning up ’ 
for the next installment of bathers. 


Bath House’s Regular “Customers.” 

“Two years ago, just..a few doors down 
the street, was a house of five or six rooms, 
and there were sixty Bulgarians living in it. 
There were no beds, simply mattresses on 
the floor. The health department finally 
ecattered them as being entirely too numer- 
ous in the building, but I can say that while 
those fifty odd Bulgarians lived there they 
made this a regular washing up place. There 
were a few women in the house, and a few 
children, and those women and children 
would run In here in a drove, simply to wash 
their faces and hande. 

** It ia in the beginning of winter that paton- 
age drops off through the week, leaving the 
Bulgarian bather a marked type. But all 
through the winter, we find Friday nights 
and Saturday nights ely enough, We have 
many nationalities an these nights, often 
with a crowd outside in the cold, With two 
bathing shifts to the hour often the tinpleas- 
ant weather tends to disorderly conduct 
among the waiting ones, when a city police- 
man would be handy to have around.”’ 

The reader should not confure any one of 
these public bathhouses with the enforced 
bathing demanded at the Municipal lodging 
house. There In times past thé enforced 
bath has exteeded the limits of bathing ac- 
commodations, and applicants have been 
sent to the Waller public bath fot the “ clean 
up.” Tickets showing that the applicant 
had bathed There: Bates accepted at the lodg- 
ing house, but often it was possible for the 


waiting man at the Waller bath to get hold 


of a ticket and break away with it, un- 
washed, to bed in the Municipal sleeping

The walls of the clothes cloret and 
bath are of an impervious. polished porce- 
lain, while the floors are of, smooth cement 
finish. The average well to do family in 
Chicago has nothing better in. bathroom ac- 
commodations. Soap and towels are fur- 
nished to the bather without any charge 
whatever. As compared to these public bath- 
rooms, those .in the average lodging house 
are irfimensély Inferior tn comfort and in 
sanitary condition, No citizen, passing one 
of these public bathe and feeling the need of 
a hot or cold bath, need fail to turn Inside be- 
cause of the title “ public” bath. If he be 
the average “ lodger’’ in a houge, his kand- 
lady can’t beat that which he may get inside 
free.

bather steps inside to updress, Water at 100 
degrees is falling and it flows for six or eight 
minutes, when the attendant at the “ sta- 
tion " in the outer hall begins slowly to lower 
it. At the end of eight or ten minutes, con- 
istituting the bathing time, the water is fall- 
ing at 60 degrees, Fahrenheit. This is effec- 
tive in closing the pores of the skin against 
the winter chill which the bather must waik 
into after his bath. 

Occasionally a morning bather asks for a 
cold shower, and it may be made about ase 
cold as he wants it. In January the water 
directly from the street main averages about 
88 degrees Fahrenheit. The bather may have 
it at 38 degrees or higher, as he wishes. He 
may take the shower at the maximum street 
pressure of twenty pounds to the square inch 
~—and ordinarily he has more than he cap 
stand up under. 

Capt. Rehm, long at the Desplaines street 
station. i# fond of his shower, which he used 
to take coki. He's lightened up on the cold, 
however, until “ tepid " is about right. But 
time and again, in taking a shower bath at 
the Waller institution, the captain has asked 
for the fulb twenty pound force of the water, 
and several times he has called for “ help” 
under it. Four or five pounds pressure from 
the shower tip is about theaverage. 

But again—if you want a clean foreigner to 
report for dirty work these winter mornings, 
take a Buigarian for the job.

T’S better to be a good truck driver thana 
bum musician. Many a bright young fel- 
bow is breaking his heart trying to make 
the music business pay, when he might 
be happier, gain more material reward, 

and be of greater use to the world by becom- 
ing @ business worker. Some branchesof the 
commercial world need brisk, smart young 
fellows who have had special training in 
music. For instance, there is the phonograph 
record industry. A man who can talk intelli- 
gently about the pieces molded in the records, 
who can prongunce the names of composi- 
tions and composers correctly, is just the 
man for the job of traveling salesman, He is 
bound to come in contact with people who are 
more or less “‘ musical,” and his knowledge 


. of music stamps him immediately as a man 


who knows what he is talking about. And 
this is the type of man that sells goods. 

Mothers are mainly to blame for many 
young men taking up musical careers. A 
wrong understanding of the conditions, a con- 
sideration of the glamour that surrounds the 
performances and doings of big celebrities, 
makes the mother feel that it would be per- 
fectly lovely’ for Will to be a musician, 
Usually the father objects, but if he is like 
many husbands, the wife's wish is carried out. 
With the result that Will spends a great 
many years’ study of something that is a dis- 
appointment to him later—something that 
doesn’t pan out half as. well as if he had 
spent one-third of the time on @ practical 
technical or business education, 

I know a cade of this kind where the father 
objected, but gave in later. And the young 
fellow, after trying the business and encoun- 
tering the heart sickness of it all, decided that 
he ought to quit. And, being built of the right 
stuff, he did quit, toa Now heis one of the 


best salesmen in the employ of a big phono- 
graph company.

~White the objects of the mints are well known, 
being established for the purpose of coining gold, 
silver. and subsidiary coin for the United States 
and ite dependencies, the assay cffices are not so 
wéll understood. They are established for the pur- 
pose of purchasing gold bullion for the use of the 
mints: although they do quite a traffic in assaying 
bullion, affixing @he value and stamping {ft upon 
the. bar, and returning the bar to the depositor of 
the same. 

In addition to this. the assay offices and mints at 


Deadwood. Charlotte, Carson. and St. Louis make 


assays of ore for gold. silver, Jead and copper at a 
charge of $3. They also make ore assays for the 
forest service. to assist the foresters in |

fiscal year ending June 80, 1908 (the latest report 
available), handled 61,955,100 standard ounces of 
gold and 108,980,617 standard ounces of silver and 
during the same period $16,530, 477.25 in subsidiary 
coinage was made at the mints.

1873. But this amount is insignificant compared 
with the grand total of coinage at the United States 
mints during the same period.

There fs never a@ season arrives but that the rumor 
goes forth that the ever popular blouse is about to be 
discarded in favor of the one piece gown, and that 
the blouseless woman ts the only one who bears the 
real stamp of fashion. Nothing could be further from 
the truth, for the blouse, odd waist, shirt, or whatever 
it may be called, is just as rampant in this city of 
fashion as it was several centuries ago, when it first 
made its appearance. It is the one concession which 
smnartness makes to comfort, and in spite of whatever 
may be said or written there never was a time when 
the blouse was so universally worn as at present. 

Also there has never been a season when it has been 
displayed in so many attractive forms as now, and if 
any guarantee was_needed to show its firm place in 
feminine affections a survey of the hundred and one 
different models would be sufficient. There is every 
kind to be found, from the simplest’ morning affairs of 
flannel, challie, or thin pique, to the most elaborate 
affair of chiffon, lace, and embroidery. The styles, too, 
vary as much as do the materials which are employed 
in their making, and one can find a long line of novel 
ties as well as the regular tailor made or the dressy 
evening blouse. 

Perhaps the most useful of all are those which are 
not so severe as the ordinary tailor waist, nor so dell- 
cate that they do not seem suitable for everyday wear, 
and some of the prettiest of this winter’s offerings are 
to be found among these. For these crépe de chine, 
voile, tulle, both coarse and fine, lace, and chiffon are 
the favorite materials, and on nearly every blouse will 
be seen a touch of gold. Some show much more than 
this, and are really gold bloyses, veiled with some 
transparent stuff, or partly: covered with trimmings 
which soften the too metallic look which an ali gold 
waist has.

color, are among the novelties, and these are 
invariably covered with plain net or chiffon. 
This is always of the same color as the pat- 
terned design, but frequently these outer cov~ 
erings are lined with a thin mousseline in A 
totally different shade. For this the strong. 
est colors are used, deep red under Liack, 
burnt orange, which is covered with dark 
brown or taupe, or a brilliant emerald green 
under any of the tones of navy or royal blue. 
Another model which also has gold for its 
foundation is made of net, brighter than that 
ordinarily used, and of @ square mesh. On 
this are worked cross stitch desi 
wools or silks, but preferably tevin eter 
are arranged in bands, in the form of a deep 
yoke or in irregular Uttle bouquets which are 


quaint looking. The colors are bright rather than 
dull, but much care is used that they shall blend 
harmoniously and torm @ pleasing contrast to velling 
ef net or chiffon. 

This is always in some dark dull tint, taupe, brown, 
blue, and of course black, all of which make charm- 
ing waists. The outer veiling is cut with a rounded 
neck and usually with elbow sleeves, and has a 
finish of a bias band, half an inch widé, of satin, 
cloth, or velvet, ag one likes.

Many of these gold foundation blouses do duty 
for several coverings, for these amall affairs of vei)- 
ing or chiffon can be made separately and not at- 
tached, and in this way they will answer for severa? 
costumes. They are made to fasten at the waist with 
snap hooks whiéh keep them tn place and are worn 
with satin belts, the same color as the skirt. These 
blouses are much used with velvet coats and skirta, 
which at tnise moment are the smart street sult, aad 
the ensemble makes a combination that is most 
attractive. : 

For plainer gowns, such as serge, cheviot, or cloth, 
blouses made of ninon are the favorites, and as this 
material comes now in all possible shades and in 
changeable effects as well, !t is an easy matter to 
match one’s costume. Although the first cost of 
these is considerable, in reality they are cheaper than 
lace or satin’ or silk blouses, and they are much more 
becoming. All of them are made with transparent 
necks and@ cuffs, but with linings of heavy chiffon os 
thin silk.

At the table in a boarding house breaches 
of etiquette occur oftener than elsewhere. 
Many persons who have been well brought 
up, and are cons'dered ladies and gentlemen 
in every sense, seem to be under the im- 
pression that a certain license exists at the 
boarding house table; that manners which 
would not be tolerated at the homes of their 
friends and relatives, are perfectly permissi- 
ble when they are paying guests. 

The spoon is carelessly left in the coffee 
cup; one end of the knife or fork !s aNowed 
to rest on the table; food is mashed in be- 
tween the prongs of the fork, the concave 
side turned op and loaded with selections 
from different foods on the plate, then the 
whole is lifted, shovelwise, to the mouth; 
while a meal is In progress the elbows are, 
put on the table, knives and forks are 
trified with, and glasses are cl'nked together; 
these are only a few of the many breaches of 
etiquette committted by surpj sedly wel 
bred people.

Some doctors do not advise the use of nasa’ 
doucher, but they do advise snifling up 
through the nose tome deodorant or disin- 
fectant. 

Dr. Hagner of Berlin advises the following 
treatment: Mix five parts of carbolic acid, 
five parts of spirits of hartshorn, with firteen 
parts of alcohol, ten parts of water; keep it 
in a dark bottle with a glass stopper, fay a 
few drops 6n three layers of blotting paper, 
place this at the nose, shut the eyes and 
mouth, and draw up the breath forcibly and 
deep as long a8 any smellis perceptibie. Re- 
peat every two hours. 3 

To treat catarrh the general health must be 
considered.

When the time cae to stop work each 
person should put all the small things be- 
longing to tthe society, such as threads and 
scissors, on some table or place designated by 
the director, 60 that she may see that noth- 
ing has been mislaid, and it helps her to more 
easily put things away. All finished articles 
should be putin one place and the unfinished 

* ones in another and put away by her. 

The machines if used much during the day 
should be olled before being closed, and the 
women who do the machine work should be 
requested always, before leaving, to put any 
attachments they may have used in the boxes 
and drawers where they belong, and otfer- 
wise to leave them in order.- Any single 
one of these little orderly helps only takes a 
short time and saves having things mislaid | 
or lost. 

Some of the ‘aptivisa which would be sure 
to be appreciated in cold climates would be 
mittens, hoods, slippers, sacques, outing 
flannel night clothes for grewn ups or chil- 
dren, bloomers: for the Httle: ones, and so 
one could keep on éenumertating almost in- 
definitely.

ordinary pattern is bought, lay'the pieces out 

and measure the waist, hips, and length care- 

fully, comparing them with your own meas- 
ures. 

Where there is to be a dust ruffie under the 
outside one, subtract the lergth of that from 
the straight, skirt lengths and fold each 
piece of the pattern the required length. If 
changes are necessary in the waist and hip 
measurements, meke them on the paper pat- 
tern. It is better to make slight alterations 
on several seams than to make too great a 
difference on one. More accurate work can 
be done where no seams are allowed on the 
pattern. Bach piece of the pattern should 
be cut on the seam line, and one does not 
have to seek far to find the reason, 

It is impossible to’ mark seams accurately 
on material where there is a paper seam. 
If a tracing wheel is used one soon cuts it 
off anyway, and so it Is better to cut it of 
in the first place. French seame are a good 
finish where the material is Nght enough to 

not make a bulky seam, otherwise a seam 
with the edges neatly overcast together 
makes @ firm —

The skirt should “ cut In @ loose habit 
back, meaning a which hes no plaits 
or gathers at the walst line, but instead the 
gores at the waist are the waist measure, and 
at the hips the measure on half the skirt is 
perhaps one inch more then half the hip 
measure. If one haga pattern that allows 
for an inverted plait in the back, it can easi- 
ly be changed to habit back. 

After measuring the other pieces at both 
the waist and hip lines, write down the num- 
ber of inches left on each to make the correct 
waist and hip measures. Lay the pattern for 
the back breadth on a table, measure on the 
waist line from the front edge of the gore 
and put a. mark where the right waist meas- 
ure comes, Do similar work at the hip line, 
and then make 4 dot one inch beyond this. 

Use a yard stick or straight rule of some 
kind, lay it on the gore so that it touches both 
the dot at the waist and the added hip dot, 
and draw a perfectly straight line from the

Clfp the seam to 
the stitching at the eleven inch point, then 
take a straight plece of the cloth one and 
one-half inches wide and about twenty-four 
inches long. Baste it tn a half inch seam 
from the waist line on one side, down and 
eround to the waist line on the oppostte side. 

When the bottom point of the placket is 
reached hold the clipped place close together 
and be sure that the basting is taken just 
below the ¢lipping, so that no Raping of the 
seam shows on the right side. The same 
caution must be het wr when the seam jis 
stitched. One side of this placket lays back 
and forme the fated hem, while the other 
stands out, making the exter.sion part.’

A similarly cut 
underpiece of heavy cardboard is pasted to 
the upper painted one, with sachet folded in 
cotton placed between two pieces 

For a girl's sixteenth birthday party com- 
ing during the holidays sachets make pretty 
favors. Choose narrow ribbon in the girl's 
favorite color and tie in a many looped full 
bow from which hangs sixteen long ribbon 
ends. On one of the ribbon ends of each 
sachet paint the sentiment, “‘ We are sweet 
sixteen but once,”’ and with a bit of baby rib- 
bon of the same color prettily tie a bonbon to 
each of the remaining fifteenends. Of course 
there are innumerable simpler sachets to be 
made by those with little time. 

A simple heart shaped sachet may be quick- 
ly cut from flowered ribbon, the edges turne4 
in and basted together and finished around 
with a narrow edge of dainty lace or button- 
holed tegether with embroidery silk in the 
tolor of the flowers or the green of the leaves.

American retall stores have grown #80 
large and splendid that they have wen an 
international reputation. But the small shops 
have’ not been standing still either. This is 
especially. true of the novelty shops. Those 
seen in Chicago are interesting and beauti- 
ful and compare favorably with the same 
sort of shops in New York, Paris, and Lon- 

nh ‘ 


Among the moat unusual isa Russian shop. 
It: has .a wonderful. collection of coppers 
and brasses, so popular in Russian art. 
These hand wrought coppers are shaped into 
flower pots, fern dishes, and the tall Circas- 
sian coffee pitchers. Somewhat less expen- 
sive are the light and shimmering bresses. 
They.are used for everything from lamp 
shades to desk sets. Most ynusual ofall 
are the seven branched candlesticks, repli- 
cas oOf- those holy: candleetidks used in the 
Jewish synagogues. As thoroughly Russien 
are the large samovars ueed for heating 
water and so useful in the average Russian 
household | 

The finer work is seen {n the embroideries 
and laces. Though. these laces are heavy 
they are beautiful because of their splendid 
geometrical patterns. Their embroideries are 
as typical. The geometrical figures are 
worked in brilliant colors with plenty of red. 

But this collection includes antique. as 
well ag modern pieces. There are old cups 
decorated with Hebrew inscriptions so old 
that the lettering is partlyerased. Some of 
the old Warsaw plate is extretflely ancient 
and valuable; it is so worn that the copper 
peeps through the silver in places. Oddest 
of all are the wooden toys—the “ nested ”’ 
Colls. These are made. of wood all hand 
painted in colors representing the nationa' 


Norwegian Pottery in Favor. 

Norway i8 sO lar away we hardly expect 
to see the things made.in that country. But 
there is a Norwegian shop full of ali sorts 
of Norwegian novelties. Especially popular 
is the pottery, which, though simple in form, 
is decorated with warm, rich tolors, such 
as deep brown touched with scme simple 
design done in green Some of these vases 
are colored with figures of peasants wear- 
ing their national dress. 

Most interesting because they are unusual 
are the embroideries done in warm brown, 
yellow, and red on heavy linen. Thcugh the 
designs are both gcometrical forms and fig- 
ures, the peasants are especially quaint. The 
girls and boys wearing their naticna)] cos- 
tumes are embroidered of bags, scarfs, and 
table covers. 

Japanese shops are so plentiful one car 
hardly think of finding ncvelties there, but 
in browsing about one finds many unusual 
objects. There are odd locking chests of 
drawers made of bamboo and ornamented 
with dull metal finist ings. These are usid 
by the Japanese women for stcring under- 
wear and silk kimonos. Then there are 
dainty, low tea tables made of bamboo set 
with the genuine Japanese tea service. The 
Japanese are real child lovers and always 
have plenty of things for them in treir col- 
lections. These include tiny dolls, miniature 
tea sets, beautifully illustrated fairy stories, 
and staticnery decorated with pictures of 
girls and. boys. 

The new Interest taken in Africa thows treat 
its natives are wonderful basketmakers 
Some of these baskets are left the colc: of 
the reed, a golden brown; others are stained 
a rich, dark brown. They come in all sizes 
and are made ehallow with tall, slender 
handies. They are especially designed to

Shops Given Over to Laces. 

Tie interest shown in fine laces has re- 
sulted.in the establishment of two or three 
lace shops in the city. The newest are the 
laces from Porto Rico There are laces of 
all widths, from the, narrow bands to the 
wide flounces. This lace wears wcnderfully 
well and is wel) adapted for underwear and 
for furnishings, such as table scarfs and chair 
cushions.

Even the Paris shops are not wanting and 
they have many things that are tempting for 
the American buyer.

Here are seen odd looking 
water pitchers, drinking cups, and sccnces 
worn with age. In the modern Sheffield there 
are all size trays, tea services, and hand- 
somely carved jewel cases. The lover of 
pictures can amuse himaelf looking through 
folio after folio of pictures until he comes 
upon those prints @nd colored engravings 
unfaded by time and finds lovely women made 
famous by Reynolds and Gainesborough. 

The typical American novelty shops are as 
attractive and Interestingas any. Some show 
only-the fine goods used for interior decora- 
tion, others have the finést hand made jewel- 
ry. There its one shop that devotes itsel{ en- 
tirely to cretonnes. It is hard to realize until 
one sees this display how many things can 
be made of this material. In the large pieces 
there are complete desk sets, wastebaskets, 
and dressing scarfs. In the smaller pieces 
there are handkerchief and glove bags, boxes 
-or gloves and handkerchiefs. 

Decorated leather, both the tooled and the 
illuminated, have come to their own in this 
country. Several of these shops are making 
a specialty of the hand tooled leather. These 
are used for panels, portieres, for chaira, 


table covers, and for smaller objects. Some 
of this work is copied from the old German 
and Italian schoole, but much of it is original.

Other shops bave spent yea:s gathering the 
lovely hand woven rugs and baskets made 
in all parts of the country.

Among the least expensive are 
the rag ruge woven by the women in the 
small New England towns. Quite as inter-

The smallest novelties are not overlooked.

It has every kind of material, 
from the plain patent leather to gcld belt 
covered with real gold leaf. The bags are 
bewildering; here ere seen those handsome 
Japancse bags made of Japanese silk gath- 
ered on jade bracelets.

Here one sees them occupying more than 
their share of room, with arma and legs ex- 
tended, sometimes depriving some one else 
of a seat by piling up their packages and 
wraps beside them To such a person it 
never would occur to give up a seat to an 
elder person. to an invalid, or to a woman 
carrying a baby, though this is a courtesy 
which the young of either sex always should 
offer. Daily one is meeting theese people 
«who seem to be so immersed In self that they 
have become quite oblivious to the rights of 
others. 

A well bred woman, on entering a crowded 
car, nevér will imply, by iook or otherwiee, 
that she expects any of the men who are 
seated to give her his place. When a seat is 
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offered she accepts it graciously with a word 
of thanks. 

We all are familiar with the type of woman 
who insists upon paying the fare for her 
friend, and the absurd arguments which 
ensue. She either should pay it or allow 
the other to do 60 and £aj no more about it. 
In cars one’s conversation never should be 
personal, and ae it is difficult at times to 
make one’s self heard above the noise of 
traffic without raising the voice. the lets said 
the better. Yet one constantly hears pecple 
conversing in loud tonegz about private affa:rs. 
and mentioning names indiscriminately with- 
out appearing to realize that othere are 
within earshot, and that etranger things have 
happened than that the hearers may know 
those whose affairs are being so openly dis- 
cussed,

Points for Theater Goer.

Finally they issued an ultimatum 
that the students should play the old Rugby or no 
football. 

Of course such action was bitterly resented by the 
undergraduate bodies and they resolved to have nothing 
to do with the foreign game; but when autumn came 
the leye of football returned and it was decided to 
try Rugby. One year satisfied the players that there 
were many good features of the imported game that 
they had not found in their own, while on the other 
hand some of the American ideas were missed.

Californians Now Rugby Enthusiasis. 

Now after half a dozen years of Rugby play the 
Californians are thoroughly weaned from their nation- 
al fall sport and contentedly play with nearby British 
teams, such as Vancouver, or visitore like the South 
Africans, Australians, or New Zealanders.

Importance Lies -in the Future. 

To tell the truth it doesn’t look like it at this stage 
of its creation. Chicag6é may be pardoned for not hay- 
ing waked up to the fact that its nearby north shore 
suburb is to become the most potent factor in the coun- 
try in creating navy seamen. There is nothing par- 
ticularly inspiring in the spectdele of a score and a 
half of finished, but unoccupled, brick buildings, an 
artificial harbor, etc., and this is the condition of the 
future sailor center at present, It'\is only when one 
considers the future of the plate and ponders on its 
significance that its importance becomes apparent. 

Three thousand recruits can: be cared for at one 
time, and this is the number that is expected to be 
found here soon after the station is put into commis- 
sion, which is predicted will occur Sept. 1, 1910. The 
average time spent at the post.by each recruit before 
being sent to the seacoast east or west to be assigned 
to a ship will be six months. So its capacity repre- 
sents an annual output of 6,000 able bodied and trained 
seamem ready to step on the deck of battleship or 
cruiser. 

The average crew of the modern ‘big ship of the 
navy verges on to 600. Thus Chicago’s north shore 
training station each year could provide the crews for 
ten of the new monstérs, provided {t is filled to fits full 
capacity. In. other words, the new station is bein 
constructed on a scope that fits it to provide the bulk 
of the navy’s enlisted men, and this is what the navy 
department above all things would be pleased to 
have it do. 


* 
Lakes Future Source of Supply. 


“We must look ta the great lakes for our sailors 
of the future,” was the decision of the naval authori- 
ties after the scurry for seamen during the war with 
Spain. “The American seacoast sailor is a thing of 
the past, gone with the passing of American commerce. 
There is only one place where the American sailor 
still is to be found, and that is on the great lakes.” 

And this was why the. present training station was 
decided upon. 

“We must have a station on the great lakes where 
the splendid seamen who man the lake boats will ever 
have before their eyes the opportunity to enlist in the 
navy under favorable circumstances. It must be logated 
at some central point where it can, take oare of all the 
recruits secured in the middle west. And it must be 
convenient to transportatiqn to either seaboard in order 
that the men can be hurried to ships in case of a 
sudden need.”’ 

Obviously all this méant somewhere near Chicago. 
Other points on the lake were considered—Detroit, Mil- 
waukee, Duluth, Buffalo, etc. The final decision after 
several years of survey was some place on the bluffs 
along the @shore of Lake Michigan near Chicago.

UT what of the life of the seamen in the 
service of Uncle Sam? 

This will be a most momentous question 
to the new recruit after the finishing 
touches have been given his elementary 
education as a “bluejacket ’ at the North 
Chicago training station. ‘ Until his en- 
listment he may hdve been a farmer boy 

Somewhere in the middle west, or at best have served 
only a short apprenticeship on a “whaleback” on the 
lakes. 

But now he is a rea) sailor and has been assigned to 
duty on a battleship in the United States navy! 

This in itself is sufficient fascination when born of

the thought that he is one of a navy that produced a 
John «Paul Jones, a Lawrence, a Decatur, a Perry, a 
Farr t, a Porter, and a Dewey; a navy that gave 
birth to such limelights of ‘history as “I have only 
begun to fight,” “Don’t give up the ship,” “We have 
met the enemy and they are ours,” “D—— the tor- 
pedoes—go ahead!” “You may fire when you are ready, 
Gridley.” These expressions will inspire the soul of 
every school boy for all time .to come as they are read 
in the country’s history, and will thrill the heart of 
the young man-o"*warsman whenever they are repeated 
by. his fellow seamen as he follows the sea from port 
to port, from country to country, from ocean to oce&n, 
amid ever changing and ever shifting scenes.

Calling in Itself a Pleasure. 


However fascinating the pursuit of a man-o’-wars- 
man might be from the spectacular and patriotic side, 
there is another fascination of such a life, and that is 
the pleasure wide of the calling. A biluejacket has 
many leievre fours, and during this time there are 
numerous pleasures and entertainments to occupy him. 

There are boxing and fencing matches, concerts 
aboard ship every night by the ship’s band, short. con- 
certs each morning during the breakfast hour, dancing, 
minstre) shows, vaudeville stunts, use of the ship's 
boats when members of the crew wish to go sailing 
in the harbors, to visit points of interest and foreign 
ships, or to go fishing. There is boat racing, and 
when the ship is anchor-d near land there is football 
and baseball, for which the government furnishes uni- 
forms. In fact, Uncle Sam furnishes all the equip- 
ment for the amusement of his boys, such as boxing 
gloves and fencing fotls. 


When the ship is in harbor one-fourth of the crew is 
alfowed to go ashore each day after the drills, and the 
men may remain ashore until the following morning 
if they desire to do so. On Wednesday and Saturday 
afternoons leave is granted immediately after dinner, 
and on Sundays direetly after the captain's inspection, 
with the privilege of remaining on shore until the fol- 
lowing morning. Shore Jeave, however, ts regulated 
by conditions. Sometiges it is curtailed, while at other 
times even greater lilerty than that laid down by rule 
is allowed. If a bluejacket chooses to remain on ship- 
board during his shore leave he can pass his leisure 
hours as best suits his fancy—playing cards, checkers, 
chess, reading the books of the ship's lMbrary, or even 
pass his time in study.

Balance Seems in Sailor’s Favor. 


From the above one might be led to believe that 
the life of a man-o’-warsman is passed in leisure 
hours or frolic. But such is not the case. He must 
endure hardships the same as any other human being, 
although, taking it all around, his hardships are fewer 
than those of the landsman, and, besides, the average 
landsman gets mighty few days off for pleasure and 
rest. Of course, the man who goes to sea is separated 
from his family, buf few young men of today let that 
stand in their way, because ultimate separation fs in- 
evitable. A Dbluejacket is naturally confined to small 


quarters, but he has far more room to turn about than 


the average city apartment affords. He is, subject to 


_ 


military discipline, an@ while some young men dislike 


it, it is the best training a boy could have. 

Again, he can’t quit his job when he is tired of it 
or becomes angry with the “boss,” which might be 
unpleasant at times, but it teaches him a lesson that 
he will be glafi of in after years. Probably the worst 
period of a young man-o’-warsman’s life is when he 
becomes seasick. But he should remember that he will 
soon find his “sea legs,” when this trouble will be 
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over. Many wealthy persons pay large sums for, such 
experieneea off Goean greyhounds. , 

Having beet aisigned to dtity on a naval vessel, the 
seaman’s. work begins every morning at 6:30 o'clock. 
After the deck -has been cleared of hammocks, the 
work .of cleaning the ship is begtin—a work to which 
all hands are .summofied. ‘The crew its divided into 
equads for this purpose, and there are 60 many men 
aboard the work is quickly executed, no one having 
to overwork Himself. The “housecleaning” is com- 
pleted in ample time to allow the men to wash and 
prepare for breakfast at 7:30 o'clock. They have three- 
quarters of an hour to finish this meal and to smoke. 
After breakfast any bluejacket who is tot feeling well 
has an opportunity to report to the ship's surgeon, 
and: if his condition warrants he is excused from duty. 


* 
Drills All Important‘ Feature. 

The next thing om the pregram is inspection of 
quarters, during which the offiéeta of each division pay 
especial attegtion to the fieatiiess of uniforms and 
general conditions. At 9:30 i¢ inaugurated ‘the all- 
important series of drills, which continues, with fifteen 
minutes’ intermission for rest, until ‘11:30 o’tlock, and 
is resumed after daitiner. 


There are a considerable number ofwrila embraced 
in the. practice work of a man-o'-Warsman, but the 
principal ones include the great gun drill, infantry, and 
light artillery drill, drill with boats under oars and 
sail, signals, collisions and abandon Ship, fire quar- 
ters, general quarters, clear ship for action, and coaling 
ship drills. Naturally, it would be impdssible to go 
through with all of these drills each day, so the pro- 
gram js varied with a view to doing away with the 
monotony that would attach to doing the same thing 
all the time. 

Of all the drills aboard ship the big gun drill is the 
most interesting as well as the most impoftant. This 
consists of going through), the motions of: lésding; 
training,.and firing the big Dafkers. The @Grilis with 
the light artillery consist of the ustial manual at 
arms, but\ they are considered hecesgsary in the navy 
by reason of the fact that naval seamen may at any 
time, in the event of an emergency, be called upon to: 
assume the role of soldiers on shore. 


The boat drills are spectacular, the srfall craft, 
each with its complement of bluejackets, guns, and 
munitions of war, being put through all sorts of evolu- 
tions and formatione—the various movements being 
carried out in conformity with signals hoisted from 
the flagship. The signal drill as usually conducted 
involves signaling by the use of small flags being 
waved back and forth in the hands of the “wig- 
waggers,” but there are also signals drilts at night, 
which involvé the use of electric lights on arms sim- 
‘lar to the block signals employed by railroads. This 
signal drill with flags not only gives the men facility 
in hoisting or otherwise ‘handling these bits of bunt- 
ing but also familiarizes the signal men with the loca- 
tion of the flags of the signal lockers, where hun- 
dreds of such flags are stored, so that they can pick 
out the needed flag at a glance.

The work of the navy is divided up inte a number 
of different branches, but promotions in the seaman 
branch are from apprentice seaman to ordinary séaman, 
thence to seaman, thence to third class petty officer, 
second class petty o..cer, first class petty officer. and 
chief petty officer. 

Some. there are who think that an enlisted man of 
the navy gets small pay. But when it is considered 
that he has absolutely no expense it must be said 
that his pay ts good. When the apprentice seaman 
enlists at the naval station he is immediately put on 
the pay roll at $17.60 per month. After four morths’ 
training he goes on board ship with pay at $21, After 
one year as ordinary seaman he ig advanced te sea-

While the average apprentice can hardly hope to 


achieve to the commissioned rank, there is, hewever, 
excellent chance for promotion to the grades of petty 
and warrant officer. A man is not compelled to wait 
until there is a vacancy on his ship. If he ¢ahn pass 
the examination and shows himself qualifed to be a 
petty officer he will be promoted and transferred to 
some. other ship where there is a vacancy. Ther 
are always vacancies in these grades. Not since the 
Spanish war have all the offices in thé grades been 


filled. About one-fourth of the enifsated force of the. 


navy fs made up of petty and Warrant officers. 


In addition to the regular pay of enlisted men, every 
man gets $5 added.to his menthly pay upon first re- 
enlistment, and $3 for each and every. additional re- 
enli§tment. thereafter. Besides these, extras he gets. 
$1.40 per month added te his pay on each reéniist- 


ment, provided he reénlista within four months from. 


the date of bis discharge. And again, if he does re- 
énlist within the four months he is given his pay for 
the fourth months interim. So after all these men are 
pretty well paid, have plenty of time for pleasure 
and recréation, their work is coniparativély easy, and 
they are besides well fed. . 


Some disgruntied and discharged seamen have dt 


times circulated severe criticlam of the food served 
on a naval vessel, but the food is all one could want. 
It if certainly better than any other nation provides 
for its jack tars. ‘Breakfast usually consiets of ham 
omelet, potatoes, bread, butter, ar flee. For = 
ne tad ave light BS Osa coe ber ham, oe 
toes, bread, and coffee, ahd for the samie day supper 
would consist of fresh meat pie, fried potatoes, fresh 
fruit, bread, butter, and tea. Of course, the bill of 
fare changes every day in the week, with extras on 
Sunday.

Unruly Only Encounter “ Discipline.” 


Those who are unfamiliar with the discipline of the 
navy believe that it is so rigorous as to be unendur- 
able. This is far from true. If a man conducts him- 
self aboard ship as he must do on shore he will not 
realige that there is any such thing, as discipline in 
the service. Again, some have gained the impression 
that officers in the navy grossly mistreat the men. 
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punished by numbers of

With his savings invested even at 4% pef cent and 
with his salary “8 a retired seaman his income would . 
amount to $2,000 a year trom the early age of 48 for 
the balance of hie life. 

The navy's requirements are being filled with hon- 
est, conscientious, Gapable men; in fact, some of the 
best young men of the country are how entering the 
service to make it: their life's businéss. These men 
as a rule are giad to. reénlist after their first enlist- 
ment éxpires because they find their eccupation 4 
pleasant One, and in a few years it will undoubtedly 
be more dificult to secdré ah appointment as an ap- 
prentice seaman in the navy of the greatest country 
in the wortd.

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oS will be no new and idyllic summer 
resorts opened up in'the far north as a 
result of recent arctic explorations—at 
least not in Labrador. The good old 
summertime in that region is far from 
what one would imagine or desire. 
Labrador does not resemble the early 
descriptions of Minnesota in beimg a 
country where they have “nine months’ winter and 
three months late in the fall.” They have a real sum- 
mer there which comes on suddenly and fiercely about 


the first of July, bringing such dangers and discom- 
forts that even the natives would like to emigrate. The 
thermometer runs up to ninety or a hundred@, and the 


inhabitants roast while they are wading around in the 
snows. Them swarms of black flies and mosquitoes 
sweep over the land, and no such hungry, sharp toothed 
insects were ever known any other place in the world. 
They are worse than the man eating ants of South 
America, worse than the plagues of Egypt. Notwith- 


standing the heat, to escape them it is necessary for 
@ man to cover up his face and wrap himself in the 


‘ae te 


thickest winter furs. Eyen the poor teindeer, with his 
heavy coat, often goes mad and dies from the bites of 
the black fly which he cannot escape. The melting 
snow renders travel difficult and dangerous. Fierce 
arctic storms sweep across the peninsula and the ab- 
sence of suitable dwelling places renders the life of the 
traveler a constant misery.

Often 
these are dropped by careless clerks in rolls 
worth several dolars. 

One downtown white wing figures his in- 
come from findings at about $5.a week extra. 
He once went six weeks, hie findings for the 
timé amounting. to only 60 cents, but the next 
week a roll of $1 bills with a rubber around 
them netted him $15 clear. Another time he 
picked up @ pair of glaeses worth $10. 

It is perfectly legitimate for the white wing 
to keep these things if no effort is made by 
the owners to recover them. Of course, in 
the event of an identification mark, the 
finder is morally bound to return the arti- 
cles to their owners. But the city pays but 
small attention to this.

There are now several women in Cherry 
who, accustomed to comforts and luxuries, are 
making fires on these bitter mornings with 
fingers stiff and swollen from the céld—wom- 
en who are walking the wind swept streets 
from one cottage to another, in one perhaps 
making. up an edible dish for the young moth- 
er—there ‘have been many of thens since the 
disaster—in another perhaps only putting a 


sympathetic hand op a bowed head. But so 


long as these things remain to be done these 
women will remain in Cherry. : 

“ Though sometimes we donot understand 
each other’s language,” says Miss Collar of 
the Red Cross society, “ there isone language 
any woman will understand—just putting 
your arms around her neck and letting her 
cry.

One woman whose baby was found to have 
not a stitch of clothing was furnished at 
once with four changes of clothes for it. In 
two days the. baby was discdévered to be 
again wrapped only in a ragged blanket. 
while the four sets of clothirig were stowed 
away out of sight.

“That other solution of the problem ap- 
pears to me to be the breaking down of the 
high prices built up upon extravagance and 
high living generally, so that the man draw- 
ing the salary of the man of twenty-five 
years ago may continue in the work of the 
great middle class and find it possible to rear 
a family decently and still save something for 
his old age. 

“ For as it is he is between the upper mill- 
stone of too much capital and the nether mil)- 
stone of organized labor—a condition which 
is forcing the best elements in the middle

Huge Factory Total. 


Probably the most significant, showing of 
the year, as pointing to the gigantic siride 
with which Chicago is developing in an in- 
dustrial way, is the huge total of factory and 
warehouse permits, which exceed by over 
$4,000,000 the figures for last year, which 
were regarded as making an unusually fine 
showing. In totaling the warehouse permits 
an effort has been made to include only those 
relating to manufacturing enterprises, so 
that the grand total of $18,751,000 for the year 
is thought to be a close méasurement of Chi- 
cago’s industrial growth during that period. 

It is this growth which is behind the erec- 
tion of the skyscraper office and commer- 
clal buildings in the central] district, and the 
activity of thie Industrial growth during tha 
closing months of the year has been one of 
the conspicuous features of the building and 
real es'ate Operations of the year This is 
indicated by the fact that the building figures 
tor the first half of the year were only about 
$5,000,000, while for the last half they ex- 
ceeded $8,000,000. 

Another interesting feature has been the 
large number of ou'side concerns which have 
sought locations here and only recently one 
of the most prominent brokers tn the 
handling of factory property stated that the 
present demand from these outside concerns 
exceeded anything in al! his experience here 


the company's plant, which is likely to ap- 
proximate $1,000,000 in cost. It is stated, 
however. that nothing may be done for sev- 
eral months or more, but that eventually it 
will be improved there is no doubt. 

When the present great size of the com-
